HE Eastern Sea Frontier is a major 

Naval Command responsible directly 
to the Chief of Naval Operations and to 
the Commander-in-Chief, U. S, Atlan- 
tic Fleet. The Eastern Sea Frontier cov- 
ers the _ entire 
East and Gulf 
Coasts of the 
United States, 
the coastal wa- 
ters adjacent 
thereto, and the 
land areas com- 
prised in the 
First, Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, Eighth 
and Ninth Naval 
Districts. The 
Commander 
Eastern Sea 
Frontier exer- 
cises military 
command over 
the component Naval Districts thru the 
respective District Commandants. The 
Commander Eastern Sea Frontier has a 
separate and additional duty as Com- 
mander of the Atlantic Reserve Fleet. 

Under the Chief of Naval Operations 
the Commander Eastern Sea Frontier 
performs all functions affecting the Na- 
val Districts and exercises command of 
the Atlantic Reserve Fleet. Under the 
Commander-in-Chief, U. S. Atlantic Fleet, 
he performs those tasks which have to do 
primarily with supervising and coordinat- 
ing the logistic support required by the 
Fleet and Overseas Bases from shore 
activities within the Frontier. 

The normal peacetime functions of the 
Eastern Sea Frontier vary rather de- 
Cidedly from those of wartime. In peace- 
time, the Commander Eastern Sea Fron- 
tier is concerned primarily with the 
formulation of coordinated war plans for 
the Frontier, and in the preparations for 
the expansion of his organization to per- 
form the missions or tasks that are 
assigned in the event of war. In routine 
practice the command of the Commander 
Eastern Sea Frontier over the various 
components of the Frontier insures a 
high degree of coordination and coop- 
eration of forces. This teamwork provides 
@ flexibility in the use of facilities and 
Personnel which promotes adequacy and 
efficiency and tends to eliminate local 
Costly demands on the one hand and 
shortages or waste on the other. Other 
functions of the Eastern Sea Frontier are 
the following: 

(a) Coordination of logistic and ad- 
ministrative activities of component 
Naval Districts. 

(b) Providing a continuous flow of 
logistic support to Naval and, as directed, 

joint or combined operating forces,

AJOR offensives of United Nations 

troops on two widely separated 
Korean fronts, 150 miles apart, are 
achieving striking success. 

The 1st United States Marine Division 
late this week was fighting in the streets 
of Seoul. The U. S. 7th Division moved 20 
miles south of Seoul and captured the 
city of Suwon and its important air- 
field. In the southern beachhead the 
Eighth Army, which includes American, 
British and South Korean soldiers, is 
making steady progress in its offensive

port from Korea that a Red column of 
40 tanks and 200 trucks was moving south 
from the Manchuran border toward Seoul 
was received with skepticism by the Army 
in Washington.

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| Agree on Tax Relief 
For Combat Zones 


The Senate-House Conference Commit- 
tee on the new income tax bill this week 
voted approval of the Senate amendment 
providing full income tax exemption for 
enlisted personnel in Korea and $200 per 
month exemption for officer personnel 
while in combat zones. 

As originally passed, the House version 
of the income tax measure had no pro 
vision for income tax exemption for mili- 
tary personnel. This was voted by the 
Senate and agreed to by the House con- 
ferees. 

The measure is slated to reach the Pres- 
ident late this week following final Con- 
gressional action. 

The Conference Committee changed 
one particular of the Senate-passed Serv- 
ice income tax exemption. Instead of ap- 
plying the exemption for personnel in 
Korea to money received during the pe- 
riods, the amended version is rephrased 
so that the exemption applies to money 
earned for services in the combat zone. 

Because the Service exemption provi- 
sion was enacted so late in the session and 
in face of the Congressional rush to re- 
cess until after the November elections, 
no opportunity was presented for Armed 
Forces spokesmen to advocate Service- 
wide income tax exemptions, identical to 
those provided for personnel in Korea. 

Since the overall effect on the income 
tax bill is to raise tax rates, all Service 
personnel not covered by the combat ex- 
emptions will have their income tax 
raised. Several Congressmen already 
have declared themselves in favor of 
extending the Service exemption to all 
members of the Armed Forces, regard- 
less of the chance of assignment. 

During World War II, it is recalled, in- 
come tax payments were not made by en- - 
listed personnel, while officers received an 
exemption of $1,500 per year. 

As is traditional with Service legisla- 
tion, this applied to all members of the 
Armed Forces, no matter where their or- 
ders took them. This principle is certain 
to gain increased support later this 
session. 

As adopted finally by the Conference 
Committee, the Service income tax ex- 
emption amendment is as follows: 

Sec. 202. Income Tax Exemptions for Mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces Serving in Combat 
Areas. 

(a) Exclusion from gross income: Section 22 
(b) (13) (relating to exclusion from gross in- 
come) is hereby amended to read as follows: 

(13) Additional allowances for certain mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces.— 

(A) Enlisted personnel: Compensation re- 
ceived for active service as a member below 
the grade of commissioned officer in the 
Armed Forces of the United States for any 
month during any part of which such mem- 
ber served in a combat zone after June 24, 
1950. and prior to January 1, 1952. 

(B) Commissioned officers: In the case of 
compensation received for active service as a 
commissioned officer in the Armed Forces of 
the United Stetes for any month during any

The War in Korea

the North Korean forces. For the most 
part Red withdrawals have been orderly. 

The remarkable reversal of the situa- 
tion in Korea, with United Nations troops 
changing from defensive to offensive op- 
erations with startling suddenness, was 
due entirely to the brilliant execution late 
last week of the carefully planned Allied 
amphibious operations at the port of 
Inchon, far behind the enemy lines. 

Overcoming obstacles that at first 
seemed almost insurmountable the 1st Di- 
vision of the United States Marines 
stormed ashore in the Inchon area on the 
west coast of Korea early Friday morn- 
ing, 15 Sept. and by the last of this 
week had entered the city of Seoul, 
22 miles distant. The Marines were close- 
ly followed by the 7th Division of the 
United States Army and _ supporting 
troops. 

The successful landings at Inchon were 
achieved despite a 28-foot tide which made 
it impossible to land supplies and equip- 
ment, except during a period of about 
three hours out of every twelve. Despite 
the hazards the operation proceeded with 
clock-like precision, the assault troops 
capturing Inchon immediately and then 
moving on to take the highly important 
Kimpo airfield two days later. 

In a remarkably short time the airfield 
was in full operation, with Allied cargo 
planes bringing in great quantities of 
ammunition and other supplies for our 
fighting forces. Marine fighter planes are 
using the field as an advance base while 
furnishing close support to ground troops. 

While the Marines crossed the Han 
River to attack Seoul the soldiers of 
the Army 7th Division moved to the south 
of the city to block Red reinforcements 
moving up from the beachhead at the 
southern end of the peninsula. 

The landing and subsequent operations 
in the Inchon-Seoul area were witnessed 
by General of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, Commander-in-Chief of United 
Nations forces. The amphibious landing 
was under the direction of Rear Adm. 
James H. Doyle, USN, who commanded 
the expedition of more than 250 ships of 
several different countries. The fleet in- 
cluded warships, transports, cargo ves- 
sels and landing craft. 

The ground troops which went ashore 
comprised the X Corps, under the com- 
mand of Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond, 
USA, who is also Chief of Staff of the 
United Nations forces. The 1st Marine 
Division is commanded by Maj. Gen. 
Oliver P. Smith, USMC, and the Army 
7th Division by Maj. Gen. David G. Barr, 
USA. 

The two divisions, with supporting 
troops, comprise a force estimated to ex- 
ceed 40,000. In the 7th Division are large 
numbers of South Koreans who were 
integrated with American troops to bring 
the division up to strength. 

During the initial phases of the Inchon 
operation Allied warships furnished naval 
fire support for the assault troops as 
they took the port of Inchon and Kimpo 
airfield and advanced toward Seoul. In 
erder to get increased range for naval 
fire the U. S. Battleship Missouri was 
moved from the east coast of Korea 
around the peninsula to Inchon harbor. 
[ts 16-inch guns then blasted North Ko- 
rean positions 20 miles away. 

Close air support was furnished our 
ground troops by carrier-based Navy and 
Marine planes, throughout the operation. 
Sporadic resistance was encountered dur- 
ing the landing, which stiffened as our 
troops approached Seoul. During the first 
week of the operation more than 2,000 
Red prisoners were taken and heavy 





casualties were inflicted on the enemy. 
Until our troops reached the outskirts of 
Seoul our casualties were quite light. 

In close coordination with the Inchon- 
Seoul operations the Eighth Army, hold- 
ing the beachhead in the southeastern 
section of the Korean peninsula, began 
a general offensive on all sectors of its 
front. At first very strong resistance was 
encountered, but this was overcome in 
hard fighting, and significant advances 
have been made all along the 125-mile 
perimeter of the beachhead. 

In the northeast, at the extreme right 
of our line, the 3d South Korean Division 
recaptured the secondary port of Pohang 
on the east coast, which had been lost in 
bitter fighting two weeks ago. A few 
miles farther inland the South Korean 
Capital Division again took the ridge 
overlooking the village of Kigwe. 

On the northern side of the box-like 
beachhead the Ist, 6th and 8th South 
Korean Divisions advanced several miles 
against lessening Red resistance. The 1st 
South Korean division captured the 
strongly-held walled city of Kasan. The 
American 1st Cavalry Division surround- 
ed a pocket of 5,000 enemy troops and late 
this week was wiping out this force. 
Among the prisoners taken by this divi- 
sion was the chief of staff of the Red 13th 
Division. 

The American 2d and 24th Divisions, 
attacking to the west, established four 
bridgeheads across the Naktong River and 
captured numerous artillery pieces and 
200 tons of ammunition. Enemy casualties 
in this area were particularly heavy. 
The 24th Division captured the key center 
of Waegwan. 

At the southwest end of the long de- 
fense line the American 25th Division 
pressed forward to recapture high ground 
in the Masan area that had been previous- 
ly lost to the Reds. In the extreme south 
the left flank of this division was sup- 
ported by gunfire from Allied warships. 

All along the beachhead perimeter the 
United Nations offensive was given close 
support by Allied aircraft of all types, 
including huge B-29 Superfortresses. At 
one point 2,000 enemy troops were at- 
tacked from the air, and more than 1,200 
were estimated to have been killed. At 
another point a large enemy troop con- 
centration west of the 2d Division was 
blasted by B-29 and B-26 bombers, clear- 
ing the way for advance of the division. 

South Korean Marines have landed at 
the port of Samchok, far behind enemy 
lines, on the east coast of Korea, directly 
across the peninsula from Seoul. This 
port is the eastern terminus of a trans- 
peninsular railroad and highway, leading 
westward to Seoul. It is also on a coastal 
north-south highway leading from North 
Korea to the all-important Allied port of 
Pusan. 

For the all-out Allied offensive our 
troops in the beachhead have been re- 
grouped in two new corps. These are the 
I Corps, commanded by Maj. Gen. Frank 
W. Milburn, USA, and the IX Corps, com- 
manded by Maj. Gen. John B. Coulter, 
USA. Maj. Gen. Leven C. Allen, USA, 
USA. Maj. Gen. Leven C. Allen, USA, until 
recently executive secretary to former 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson, has 
been appointed Chief of Staff of the 
Eighth Army. General Allen was Chief of 
Staff of General Omar N. Bradley’s 
Twelfth Army Group throughout the 
European campaigns of World War II. 

The gratifying developments of the past 
ten days in Korea which came as a great 
surprise to the American public, were the 
result of more than two months of careful 
planning. The Inchon operation was con- 
ceived by General MacArthur as early as 
the middle of July, at a time when ele- 
ments of the American 24th Division were 





fighting a heart-breaking delaying action 
in Korea. 

The task of detailed planning for the 
operation was assigned to a joint staff, 
which worked at high pressure for weeks, 
developing the troop basis, naval and air 
support, and logistical requirements to 
the most minute detail, that were essen- 
tial to success. Admiral Doyle prepared 
a list of obstacles which might be en- 
countered under the most adverse cir- 
cumstances in an amphibious operation. 
It was found that the Inchon area had 
all of these disadvantages, and no com- 
pensating advantages, except its all-im- 
portant strategic location. 

Prime objections to the landing at 
Inchon were the strong tidal current and 
the lack of suitable beaches. The tide at 
Inchon is as great as 28 feet and at low 
tide the beaches are a long succession of 
mud flats, on which landing craft might 
be hopelessly stranded. Landing opera- 
tions at this location are largely pre- 
cluded, except at short periods during 
high tide. Port facilities were regarded as 
inadequate and such as were previously 
available had been largely destroyed by 
Allied naval and air bombardment. 

Despite these obvious obstacles the op- 
eration was approved, largely because of 
the great strategic advantage that would 
result from a successful landing. The big 
advantage was the proximity of Inchon 
to Seoul, a city of a million population, 
which is not only the capital of Korea, 
but is also the transportation and supply 
center for the entire North Korean army. 
It was agreed that the capture of Seoul 
would block the major channel of sup- 
plies to the Reds in the south, and also 
sever an important escape route to the 
north. 

Other invasion points farther south 
were considered, but rejected. The Reds 
had committed nearly all of their troops 
far to the south, in a desperate, but futile 
effort to drive the United Nations forces 
into the sea. It was felt that the Inchon- 
Seoul area would be relatively lightly 
defended. This estimate proved accurate. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff in Washing- 
ton were informed in detail of the 
projected operation and gave it their full 
approval. General J. Lawton Collins, 
Army Chief of Staff, and Admiral Forrest 
P. Sherman, Chief of Naval Operations, 
recently visited General MacArthur in 
Japan to arrange for additional military 
and naval strength to insure the success 
of the project. 

In the invasion fleet there were more 
than 250 ships of various nationalities, in- 
cluding 194 American vessels, 12 British, 3 
Canadian, 2 Australian, 2 New Zealand, 
1 French, 1 Dutch, 32 American ships 
leased to Japan, and several small South 
Korean naval craft. 

The troops transported to the Inchon 
area included the 1st U. S. Marine Divi- 
sion, to which a contingent of South Ko- 
rean marines was attached; the U. S. 
Army 7th Division, into which large num- 
bers of South Korean soldiers had been 
integrated; and considerable numbers of 
supporting units, particularly artillery 
and armored battalions. 

The first landing was made on Wolmi 
Island, a half mile offshore from Inchon, 
an important port city of 300,000 popu- 
lation. Preceding the landing five Ameri- 
can destroyers moved close to the island 
to draw the fire of the defenders, and 
thus determine the location of shore bat- 
teries. Three of the destroyers were hit 
and sustained superficial damage. 

The disclosure of the location of the 
defending guns enabled the Allies to con- 
centrate a heavy naval and air bom- 
bardment on emplacements that soon si- 
lenced the batteries. The island was 
heavily wooded, affording good cover for 





Red troops. The woods were showered 
with napalm bombs and the area was 
quickly burned. 


The Marines landed on the island early 
Friday morning, 15 Sept., at high tide. 
So well was the covering naval fire co- 
ordinated that it ceased only a few sec- 
onds before the Marines stormed ashore 
from their landing craft. They encount- 
ered light resistance and in a half hour 
the Stars and Stripes were flying over 
the highest point on the island. 


Eleven hours later at the next high tide 
other Marine assault battalions landed on 
the mainland near Inchon and quickly 
overcame the resistance of the local Red 
garrison. Inchon is connected with Wolmi 
Island by a causeway, which faciltated 
quick merger of the assault forces. 

Leaving South Korea marines to oc 
cupy and administer Inchon the Ameri- 
cans pressed inland for several miles 
under cover of naval gunfire. By Sunday 
night the Marines, after a sharp encount- 
er with North Korean ground troops, had 
captured the highly important Kimpo 
airfield, 10 miles from Inchon. 

While the hangars and shops at the 
Kimpo field had been completety wrecked 
by Allied air attacks, the runways were 
found to be in good condition, and within 
two days the field was operational for 
Marine fighter planes and cargo aircraft. 
An airlift was quickly organized under 
the command of Maj. Gen. W. H. Tunner, 
USAF, who so successfully directed the 
Berlin airlift. More than 400 tons of mu- 
nitions and other essential military sup- 
plies are now flown daily to Kimpo from 
Japan by the new Korean airlift. 

Closely following the Marines ashore at 
Inchon were the soldiers of the U. S. 
Army 7th Division. As the Marines moved 
to Seoul, 22 miles from Inchon the 7th 
Division turned south to cut communica- 
tions between Seoul and the North Ko 
reans fighting on the southern end of the 
peninsula, and to protect the expedition 
from attacks from the South. 

One column of Marines crossed the Han 
River by amphibious tractors west of 
Seoul and advanced to the outskirts of 
the city. Another column took an indus- 
trial suburb across the river from the 
city and captured a secondary airstrip. 
Later elements of this column crossed the 
river into Seoul. The two forces con- 
verged toward the center of the city, 
meeting strong resistance in the streets 
from a hastily assembled Red force con- 
sisting largely of units of the 18th North 
Korean division. 

General MacArthur witnessed the land- 
ings at Inchon and remained with the 
troops for a week, before flying back to 
his headquarters at Tokyo. The com- 
mander-in-chief was highly pleased at the 
success of the operation and sent a mes 
sage to Vice Admiral Charles T. Joy, USN, 
Commanding Naval Forces in the Far 
East, praising the achievements of the 
Navy and the Marines. General Almond, 
Commanding the X Corps, also sent & 
message of appreciation of the excellent 
Naval support extended to the ground 
troops. 

As one of his last official acts former 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson ca- 
bled General MacArthur his congratula- 
tions on the brilliant success of the 
Inchon operation. Admiral Arthur Rad- 
ford, USN. Commander-in-Chief, U.S. Pa- 
cific Fleet, also sent messages to General 
MacArthur and Admiral Joy, congratu- 
lating them and the men of their 
command on the accomplishments at 
Inchon. Admiral Joy cabled General Clif- 
ton Cates, USMC, Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, praising the aggressive 
spirit, fighting ability and excellent lead- 
ership of the Marines. 
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Gen. Marshall Takes Office 


At a simple Pentagon ceremony at- 
tended by only five persons, General of 
the Army George C. Marshall, World War 
II Chief of Staff, former Secretary of 
State and President of the American Red 
Cross, was sworn into office 21 Sept. as 
the third Secretary of Defense. 

General of the Army Marshall suc- 
ceeded Col. Louis Johnson, who became 
Secretary of Defense on 28 March 1949, 
following a colorful oath-taking cere- 
mony witnessed by more than 10,000 per- 
sons in the gigantic center court of the 
Pentagon. 

Two days before Secretary Marshall as- 
sumed his new post, after Congress had 
voted a singular amendment to the Na- 
tional Security Act permitting his ap- 
pointment, Colonel Johnson left the 
Pentagon at noon on 19 Sept. without 
ceremeny. Although the Secretaries of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff called on him 18 Sept. 
to request permission to accord him cere- 
monial honors on his departure, Mr. John- 
son declined their request with thanks 
and said he preferred to depart quietly. 

During the two day interval between 
the departure of former Secretary John- 
son and the swearing in of General of 
the Army Marshall, the Acting Secretary 
of Defense was Deputy Secretary Stephen 
Early, himself preparing to retire from 
15 years of distinguished Government 
service on 30 Sept. 

Noteworthy is the fact that Secretary 
Marshall became head of the Department 
of Defense just three years after the late 
James Forrestal had been sworn in as 
the first Secretary of Defense on 17 Sept. 
1947. Whereas Chief Justice Fred Vinson 
had administered the oath of office to both 
Mr. Forrestal and Mr. Johnson, General 
Counsel Felix Larkin of the Department 
of Defense swore in General of the Army 
Marshall, who had requested the briefest 
possible ceremony. 

As Secretary Marshall took over his 
new duties, there was nation-wide specu- 
lation with regard to the top aides he will 
name in the Department. At a prelimi- 
nary press conference, he gave no indica- 
tion as to who would be Deputy Secretary 
Early’s successor. It was believed likely 
that at least one, and possibly all three, 
of the Assistant Secretaries of Defense, 
would be replaced. 

Assistant Secretary Paul Griffith, a Re- 
publican and, like Colonel Johnson, a 
former national commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion, together with Assistant Sec- 
retary Wilfred J. McNeil and Assistant 
Secretary Marx Leva, has submitted a 
pro forma resignation and it is believed 
Mr. Griffith’s resignation will be accepted. 

At for Mr. McNeil, who is the budget 
expert in the Department of Defense, 
and Mr. Leva, the coordinator for legis- 
lative action—both of whom have served 
under Mr. Forrestal and Mr. Johnson— 
the likelihood is that they may be re- 
tained because of their intimate knowl- 
edge of complicated defense matters. 

The swift-moving changes in the Of- 
fice of the Secretary of Defense included 
this week the transfer of Brig. Gen. Louis 
Renfrow, Dental Corps, AUS, from duty 
as Special Assistant to the Secretary to 
new assignment with the Selective Serv- 
ice System. 

There has been no indication that 
either Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, 
jr. or Secretary of the Air Force Thomas 
K. Finletter will leave the Department, 
although there have been some reports 
—strictly unofficial—that the former 
might be named Deputy Secretary of 
Defense. Although again there is no offi- 
cial confirmation, there were rumors that 
Secretary of the Navy Francis P. Mat- 
thews might take the occasion of the 
shake-up in the Department of Defense 
leadership to tender his resignation. At 
various times, he has been mentioned in 
connection with a diplomatic post, nota- 
bly as Ambassador to Ireland. 

_Aside from the wide interest in the 
Civilians who will be named for these 
defense posts and for the job as Chair- 
man of the Munitions Board from which 
Mr. Hubert E. Howard resigned immedi- 
ately after the President had accepted 
Secr etary Johnson’s resignation, the 
Services were particularly interested in 
pe role the new Secretary will play in 

e formulation of defense strategies. 
. As World War II Chief of Staff and 

ead of the Combined Chiefs of Staff, 





General of the Army Marshall won world- 
wide recognition as a master military 
planner. Undoubtedly, he may be expected 
to play a more intimate role in strategic 
planning of the Joint Chiefs of Staff than 
either of his two predecessors. 

It is conceivable that his appointment 
as Secretary of Defense might prompt 
some members of Congress, upon return- 
ing from their recess after the November 
elections, to press harder for Marine 
Corps representation on the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. Legislation to achieve this end 
is sponsored by Chairman Carl] Vinson 
(D-Ga) of the House Armed Services 
Committee, but was opposed by Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson. 

With regard to the new chairman of 
the Munitions Board, there is a possibility 
that Mr. Roscoe Seybold, a former Vice 
President of Westinghouse Electric Corp., 
will be given this post. He was appointed 
Vice Chairman of the Munitions Board 
by Chairman Howard and was sworn into 
office on 18 Sept. 

Another official who may leave the De- 
partment of Defense is the Director of 
the Defense Office of Medical Services, 
Dr. Richard L. Meiling. Since he was a 
personal appointment of Mr. Johnson, Dr. 
Meiling would not submit his resignation 
to the President, but rather to the new 
Secretary of Defense. A demand for Dr. 
Meiling’s resignation was voiced this week 
by Representative Paul Shafer (R-Mich), 
a member of the House Armed Services 
hospital subcommittee, which has been a 
strong critic of Defense medical policies 
during recent months. 

Again of particular interest to the 
Armed Forces in face of the personality 
changes in the Department of Defense 
leadership is the role the Defense Man- 
agement Committee will play under Sec- 
retary Marshall. Headed by General Jo- 
seph T. McNarney, USAF, who was a top 
assistant to General of the Army Mar- 
shall when the latter was Chief of Staff, 
the Managen.ent Committee was created 
primarily to effect defense economies. 
Whether Secretary Marshall will continue 
General McNarney in this task or give 
him new duties was uncertain late this 
week. 

Secretary Johnson’s executive officer 
was Maj. Gen. Leven C. Allen, USA, who 
this week was announced as the new Chief 
of Staff for Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, 
USA, Commanding General, Eighth Army, 
in Korea. 

Sinee Congress will be in recess when 
new uppointments in the Department of 
Defense will be made, the nominees will 
be given recess appointments, subject to 
Senate confirmation upon resumption of 
legislative activities on Capitol Hill. 

Presumably, on the basis of his re- 
nowned career of Government service, 
both in military and civilian status, Sec- 
retary Marshall will enjoy a favorable 
relationship with Congress, which should 
be of significant value to the Armed 
Forces. 

However, the legislative steps which 
were necessary before he could become 
Secretary of Defense were marked by 
forceful opposition, particularly in the 
Senate. 

Because the National Security Act ex- 
pressly forbids appointment as Secretary 
of Defense any Regular officer who has 
been on active duty in the past 10 years, 
it was necessary for President Truman 
to have a specific amendment passed for 
General of the Army Marshall before the 
latter’s nomination could be sent to the 
Senate. 

It was during debate on this amend- 
ment that Senator William E. Jenner 
(R-Ind), in almost unbelievable words, 
assailed General of the Army Marshall 
as a “front man for traitors,” a “living 
lie” and “either an unsuspecting stooge or 
an actual co-conspirator with the most 
treasonable array of political cutthroats 
ever turned loose in the executive branch 
of the Government.” 

In his blistering statement of almost 
one hour’s length, the Indiana Senator 


declared if General of the Army Marshall | 


possessed “a shred of decency or honor, 


he would not stand idly by while the | 


pressure is put on Congress to change the 
law which was enacted to keep our mili- 
tary defenses in civilian hands.” 

This attack on the eminent soldier- 
statesman moved Senator Loverett Sal- 
tonstall (R-Mass), a member of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee, to come 
to the floor of the Senate and declare: 





“T wish I had the words and the voice 
to express how strongly I disagree with 
many of the statements which have just 
been made by my colleague the Senator 
from Indiana. If there is any man in 
America who is decent and clean it is 
General George C. Marshall. If there is 
any man whose public life has been above 
censure, and whose public actions have 
been for the public interest, during my 
span in public life, it is George C. Mar- 
shall. Whether we disagree with some of 
his judgments or not—and I do—I believe 
from the bottom of my heart they were 
made for the best interests of our coun- 
try, regardless of himself. I wish I had 
the vocabulary to answer the statement 
that General Marshall’s life is a lie, be- 
cause if there ever was a life spent in 
the interest of our country, a life that is 
not a lie, it is the life of George C. Mar- 
shall.” 


The bill amending the National Secu- 
rity Act to permit General of the Army 
Marshall to serve as Secretary of Defense 
came from the Senate Armed Services 
Committee with two dissenting votes, 
those of Senator William Knowland (R- 
Calif) and Senator Harry Cain (R-Wash). 

In a statement, the two dissenting Sen- 
ators declared that “no one in the United 
States Senate has a higher personal re- 
gard for General Marshall, nor a deeper 
respect for his ability and capacity as 
wartime Chief of the Army General 
Staff,” but they maintained that “it is 
inconceivable that we should stand here 
on the floor of the United States Senate 
and say to ourselves and to the world 
that the civilian leadership of this great 
Nation has so deteriorated that it cannot 
provide a man qualified for the post of 
Secretary of Defense.” 

In the Senate, after lengthy debate, 
the vote on the amendment was 47 to 21, 
with 37 Democrats and 10 Republicans 
supporting the President’s request, and 
one Democrat, Senator Pat McCarran of 
Nevada, and 20 Republicans voting 
against the amendment. 

In the House, where Representative 
Dewey Short (R-Mo), ranking minority 
member of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee, had said General of the Army Mar- 
shall was a “catspaw and a pawn,” sum- 
moned to the President’s Cabinet “to bail 
out desperate men who are in a hole,” the 
ultimate vote approving the amendment 
saw 193 Democrats and 27 Republicans 
in favor of the Marshall bill and five 
Democrats and 100 Republicans against. 

The actual nomination of General Mar- 
shall as Secreatry of Defense was ap- 
proved on 20 September by the Senate 
in a vote of 57-11. The 11 dissenting votes 
were all Republican. 

The partisan voting is believed to re- 
flect the fact that elections are forthcom- 
ing in November. Undoubtedly, the 
President’s appointment of General of the 
Army Marshall, held in high regard 
throughout the Nation, may be a signifi- 
cant factor in the voting. 

Meanwhile, a memorial to the first 
Secretary of Defense, a bust of James 
Forrestal, was unveiled in ceremonies at 
the Pentagon yesterday, 22 Sept. 

As for the second Secretary of Defense, 
in his farewell public address, delivered 
on 18 Sept. before the joint meeting of 
the American and Canadian Bar Associa- 
tions in Washington, D. C., Mr. Johnson 
declared: 

“When the hurly-burly’s done and the 
battle is won I trust the historian will 
find my record of performance creditable, 
my services honest and faithful commen- 
surate with the trust that was placed in 
me and in the best interests of peace and 
our national defense.” 


Take Sen. Cain to Task 


Senator Harry P. Cain (R-Wash.) was 
assailed by the Reserve Officers Associa- 
tion for impugning the ability of more 
than 90,000 Army and Air Force Reserve 
Officers in a letter to the Senator made 
public this week. 

The letter, signed by Brig. Gen. E. A. 
Evans, Executive Director of the Asso- 
ciation, took exception to Senator Cain’s 
remarks in a speech on the Senate floor 
11 Sept., in which he stated that many 
officers who received terminal leave pro- 
motions are not qualified to hold their 
rank and that troops would be reluctant 
to follow them into battle. He further 
recommended that all terminal leave 
promotions be revoked.

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Five Star General 

The Nation is to have its fourth living 
five-star Army officer. He is General of 
the Army Omar N. Bradley, who will 
wear the same pentagon of stars as 
George C. Marshall, new Secretary of De- 
fense; Douglas MacArthur, Far East 
Commander and Supreme Commander 
Allied Powers; and Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er, now president of Columbia University. 

Another officer who held rank of Gen- 
eral of the Army, but whose title later 
was changed to General of the Air Force 
was the late H. H. Arnold, wartime com- 
mander of the Army Air Force. 

The legislation providing five-star rank 
for General of the Army Bradley speci- 
files that he, like the others, will hold this 
rank permanently. Initially, a measure 
was introduced to give him five-star rank 
while serving as Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, but this was modified to 
provide the higher rank without regard 
to present or future assignment. 

By law, the Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff is the senior military of- 
ficer on active duty. 

Coincidental with his confirmation as 
a five-star officer, General of the Army 
Bradley this week delivered an address 
before the Detroit Rotary Club in which 
he reasserted the need for formulation 
of a long-range military policy. He 
warned that such a policy, more vital 
now than ever before because “our for- 
eign policy has shifted from containment 
to contesting Communism,” cannot “be 
quickly improvised nor waver with every 
wind that blows across the Elbe in Ger- 
many or down the Yangtze in China.” 

General Bradley also made the point 
that in the battle of Korea there “has 
been born a new power in this world: 
armed action by the United Nations.”

During World War II, General McBride. a 
native of Madison, Nebr., was Commanding 
General of the 80th Infantry Division. The 
80th assisted in closing the Falaise Gap at 
Argentan, established the first American 
bridgehead across the Moselle River. breached 
the Maginot line in France, drove deep into 
the south flank of Von Rundsted’s armies in 
the Bulge and contacted the 101st Division in 
Bastogne; later it penetrated the Siegfried 
Line east of Luxembourg City. and in the 
closing weeks of combat swept as far east as 
Chemnity before turning south into Austria 
to receive the surrender of the German Sixth 
Army. 

General Lewis, a native of Rockford, III., 
was named Commanding General of the Mili- 
tary District of Washington, D. C., in May, 
1942, and in September 1944, went to Paris to 
become chief of the Supreme Headquarters 
Mission for France and later Commanding 
General of the Allied Expeditionary Forces 
Mission to France. In July, 1947, he was ap- 
pointed deputy commander of the Second 
Army at Fort George G. Meade, Md., and 
the following March assumed command of 
the Army General School. 

General Homer, who is retiring, is a native 
of Mount Olive, Ill. In August, 1941, he was 
named Chief of Staff, Iceland Base Command, 
and served there until September, 1942. In 
February, 1944, he was named Commanding 
General of the Southeastern Sector, Eastern 
Defense Command, at Raleigh, N. C., and in 
January, 1945, became deputy commander of 
the Panama Canal Department.

He was in command of the divi- 
sion through the campaigns in the Philippine 
Islands and participated in operations on 
Leyte, Samar, Cebu, Bohol, Nebros, and Min- 
danao.

Commands Ft. McNair 


Col. Julian E. Raymond has assumed 
command of Fort Lesley J. McNair, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Colonel Raymond succeeds 
Col. Ernest C. Norman, who has been 
assigned to the Office of the Adjutant 
General.

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Winter Combat Uniforms 

Army troops in Korea will receive spe 
cial instruction in the proper methods of 
supply, fitting and use of winter uniforms, 

Army Quartermaster Corps. teams, 
composed of officers and enlisted men, 
will conduct demonstrations and lectures 
in the field to insure that every soldier in 
Korea knows how to protect himself 
against the rigors of a Korean winter. 

Three such teams, trained in the Office 
of The Quartermaster General in Wash- 
ington, are en route to Korea. Officers 
to head additional teams, which will 
utilize Quartermaster Corps personnel 
now in the Far East, will leave for the 
combat area soon. 

Previously compiled studies of the 
Korean climate and topography have 
been applied in determining the proper 
types of uniforms to be worn under every 
condition that may be encountered. This 
is expected to reduce the incidence of 
frostbite, trenchfoot and other injuries 
that may be caused by exposure to the 
wet cold weather of the low-lying sec- 
tions, and the dry cold weather of moun- 
tain areas. 

During World War II, casualties were 
suffered by American forces in the Aleu- 
tian Islands and later in Italy and France 
due to trenchfoot which resulted when 
the feet remained wet under cold weather 
conditions. Development of a shoepac for 
wear in wet-cold weather, and enforced 
discipline which required frequent chang- 
ing of socks, almost overcame this diffi- 
culty later in the war. 

The Quartermaster Corps has de 
veloped an improved shoepac for troop 
issue. It has a rigid, traction sole, a heel 
and arch support, and is suitable for 
wear during prolonged marches. Like its 
predecessor, it has a rubber foot and 
leather upper, but it is more impervious 
to water at the seams than the World 
War II type. 

Quartermaster Corps environmental 
protection specialists point out that wide 
variations in winter weather are usual 
in Korea. The weather at Pusan, the 
southeastern Korean port, is like that at 
Baltimore, Maryland, while Pyongjang, 
the North Korean capital, is climatically 
similar to Waterloo, Iowa. 

Climatically the Korean mountains 
correspond roughly to the mountains of 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania and New 
York, except for the extreme northern 
Korean mountains where winter temper- 
atures range as low as those of central 
Laborador or Northern Alberta. The 
west coast is comparable to the Missis- 
sippi Valley from Evansville, Indiana, to 
LaCrosse, Wisconsin. 

Studies of Korean climate indicate 
that troops along the south and east 
coasts would need protection against 
temperatures down to zero, Fahrenheit. 
On the western coast they may encounter 
temperatures as low as 20 below zero, 
and in the northern mountains the tem- 
perature may fall as low as 40 below 
zero. Temperatures on mountains, of 
course, are lower than those in valleys 
of the same area. 

The temperature variation from sum- 
mer to winter in northern Korea is great- 
er than anywhere in the United States. 
Near the Manchurian border the mean 
monthly summer temperature is in the 
low 70’s, similar to central New York, 
but the winter average is below zero, 
which is colder than any place in North 
America south of central Labrador.

Captain Trapnell was one of the officers 
who testified during last year’s B-36 
squabble. Captain Trapnell declared that 
the B-36 program was “unquestionably ill- 
advised.” He said that there was “a nota- 
ble tendency in Air Force design to con- 
centrate on high speed at considerable 
sacrifice of high altitude performance.” 
The Navy, he pointed out, had “convincing 
evidence” that radar could detect and 
track the B-36, that fighters could find 
and intercept it, and that unescorted 
B-36’s could be attacked and shot down 
in numbers which would be “prohibitive.” 

Captain Watt was born in 1901 and grad- 
uated from the Naval Academy in 1920. He 
is now serving as Commander of the Naval 
Shipyard, Boston. 

Captain Leggett was also born in 1901 
and graduated from the Naval Academy in 
1920.

Marine NCO Fitness Report 

Marine Corps General Order Number 
74, issued on 11 Aug., contains instruc. 
tions for the preparation and submission 
of Fitness Reports on NCO’s. : 

The order points out that some rating 
officers tend to rate all NCO’s too high, 
while others tend to rate all of them too 
low. Evaluations, the order states, should 
be made in terms of how well the NCO 
being reported on compares with known 
NCO’s of his pay grade. 

Rating categories outlined in the order 
are as follows: 

UNSATISFACTORY — Inefficient; 
minimum standard. 

FAIR—Satisfactory; passably efficient; up 
to minimum standard. 

GOOD — Average qualifications; efficient, 
but to a less degree than ‘‘Very good."’ 


below 


VERY GOOD—Above average; efficient: 
well qualified. 
EXCELLENT—Highly efficient; qualified 


to a high degree. 

OUTSTANDING — Superior; exceptionally 
efficient; qualified to a preeminent degree, 

NOT OBSERVED—To be used in all cases 
where the reporting officer has had insuff- 
cient opportunity to observe the noncom- 
missioned officer reported on during the 
period covered by this report to permit a 
rating as to performance of a particular duty, 
personal characteristics, or professional quali- 
fications. 





Promote Reserve Marines 

Marine selection boards this week 
named 1,651 Reserve officers for promo- 
tion to the grade of major, first lieuten- 
ant and commissioned warrant officer. 

A total of 766 officers were selected for 
promotion to major, 641 were certified as 
qualified for promotion to first lieutenant, 
and 244 for promotion to CWO. 

Those selected for major, the Marine 
Corps said, will be required to pass a 
physical examination and then await pro- 
motion of their contemporaries among 
the regular Marine officers before assum- 
ing the new rank. About 510 of the total 
number selected for major “can be pro 
moted soon,” the Marine Corps estimated. 

In the first lieutenant and CWO cate 
gories there is no waiting for a “vacancy” 
in grade. Instead, second lieutenants 
must have three years of service in grade, 
two of which must be satisfactory, and 
warrant officers must have six years in 
grade, three of which must be satisfac- 
tory. 

A selection board considering those eli- 
gible for promotion to captain in the Re 
serve has not yet completed a delibera 
tion. 





Midshipmen Flying Pay 

The Comptroller General ruled this 
week that existing law does not provide 
flight pay for certain midshipmen, as 
they are not “included as members of the 
Uniformed services.” The decision was 
rendered in the case of Midshipman David 
T. Styles, USN. 

The official digest of 
(B-94929) follows: 

‘‘In view of the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949 rendering inoperative the provisions 
of the act of August 13, 1946, for flying pay 
for midshipmen of the United States Navy 
by repealing sections 17 and 18 of the Pay 
Readjustment Act of 1942, as amended, under 
which such flying pay previously was com- 
puted, and midshipmen not being included 
as members of the uniformed services under 
the 1949 act, they are not entitled to increased 
pay for flying duty performed on or after 
the effective date of the 1949 act nor to con- 
tinue to receive flying pay under the saved 
pay provisions of section 515(b) of that act.

(c) As Commander Atlantic Reserve 
Fleet, he is responsible for the mainte- 
nance and the reactivation of vessels 
therein. 

(d) Control and operation of Move- 
ment Report Offices. 

(e) Control of Navy Hurricane and 
Weather Central. 

(f) Coordination of towing activities 
within Frontier waters. 

(g) Coordination of Naval responsibili- 
ties for Search and Rescue operations. 

(h) Coordination of Surface and Air- 
eraft Salvage operations in Frontier 
coastal waters. 

(i) Control and coordination of Naval 
Communication Facilities within the 
Frontier. 

(j) Coordination of Naval air opera- 
tional matters within the Frontier. 

(k) Control of plans for U. S. Naval 
Reserve Training Cruises. 

(1) Operation of the New York Fleet 
Post Office. 

In wartime, the Commander Eastern 
Sea Frontier must, by the exercise of his 
command functions, maintain a high de- 
gree of flexibility so as to insure being 
able to meet and cope with the unfore- 
seen, since war will always produce the 
unexpected. He must by planning and re- 
sourcefulness maintain continuous con- 
trol of the situation despite any catastro- 
phe or disaster. He must coordinate plans 
and activities in connection with mobiliza- 
tion or preparations for mobilization. 
With the speeding up of mobilization and 
the extension of operations to advance 
bases and foreign shores, he must provide 
the means used to control and assure 


the flow of logistic support in all cate- | 


gories over global areas. 

A corollary responsibility is to main- 
tain maximum operational readiness of 
forces assigned and plans for the ex- 
pansion thereof, in order to guarantee the 
control of essential ocean areas within 
Frontier limits. It entails measures to 
ensure adequacy of security of Naval 
Shore installations. 

In collaboration with the Commanding 
General, Eastern Air Defense Force, he 
provides Naval participation in the air 
defense of the Eastern United States. 

Among his other responsibilities are the 
following: 

(a) He is charged with the conduct of 
effensive-defensive operations against 
submarines which may be operating 
offensively within the Frontier. 

(b) He is responsible for the conduct 
of minesweeping operations adjacent to 
major ports. 

(c) He is responsible for the protection 
of convoys by air cover and escort craft 
and by the exercise of shipping control 
in Frontier waters and other assigned 
areas. 





(d) He coordinates the mobilization and | 


distribution of Naval Reserve personnel. 


As Commander Atlantic Reserve Fleet, | 


he is responsible for a major portion of 
the Naval strength of the nation. The 
Atlantic Reserve Fleet and the Pacific 
Reserve Fleet are, in effect, a short-range 
building program. They are a great re- 
serve of ships, of all types, already fabri- 
cated into a finished product, ready to 
use, which represent a tremendous 
amount of money, labor and vital ma- 
terial which has inestimable value in a 
period of emergency and scarcity. 

The ships of the Reserve Fleets, to- 
gether with the personnel being tra'ned 
in the Naval Reserve program, furnish 
the Navy with means to expand economi- 
cally and quickly to meet wartime re- 
quirements in time of need. Together— 
men and ships—the Reserve programs 
constitute a vital part of the National 
Defense.

Air Institute Post

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Test Training Planes 


A six-man board is evaluating aviation 
cadet pilot training planes at Randolph 
AFB, Tex. The board consists of three 
men from the Air Force and thrée from 
the Naval Air Base at Pensacola, Fla. 


The planes under consideration are the 
Balliol Mark II, English; the DHC-1 
“Chipmunk,” Canadian, and four Amer- 
ican models, Fairchild T-31, Beechcraft T- 
34, Temco T-35, and the North American 
T-6. 


Representatives from both England and 
Canada are sitting in with the selection 
board in an advisory capacity. It is a pos- 
sibility that the three nations may settle 
on a single model and uniformity of train- 
ing procedures would be possible. 


The British Balliol Mark II is an all- 
metal, single-engine, low-wing, advanced 
training aircraft powered by a Rolls 
Royce 35, 12-cylinder, V-type engine rated 
at 1280 horsepower on take-off. Its two 
seats are set side-by-side, and the outer 
sections of the wing can be folded upward 
when the plane is on the ground. The 
Balliol has no hydraulic system as its 
wheels, flaps, and brakes are pneumati- 
cally actuated. 

The Canadian Government furnished 
two DHC-1 “Chipmunks,” a product of De- 
Havilland Aircraft of Canada. The “Chip- 
munk” is in the process of replacing the 
old RCAF trainer which is much like the 
North American trainer models. 


Although not members of the selection 
board, two generals were present for 
first-hand information on the operations 
of six types of trainer planes. They were 
Brig. Gen. Mark E. Bradley from Head- 
quarters Air Materiel Command, Wright- 
Patterson AFB, and Brig. Gen. Warren R. 
Carter, deputy commander flying, Air 
Training Command, Scott AFB. 

The board has completed its tests and 
will make its report to Air Force and 
Naval Headquarters this week.

AF Selection Board 


An Air Force selection board to name 
permanent majors for promotion to the 
permanent rank of lieutenant colonel is 
now in session at the Pentagon. 

For the first time in making permanent 
promotions below the rank of colonel, the 
board is using the “best qualified,” in- 
stead of the “fully qualified” method of 
selection. As a result, the number of 
pass-overs is expected to be larger than 
usual. 

Approximately 2,500 Air Force perma- 
nent majors are eligible for considera- 
tion. These include about 2,400 majors on 
the USAF promotion list, including WAFs, 
whose date of rank as a permanent major 
is prior to 2 July 1948. All permanent 
grade majors who meet this requirement 
will have completed 10 years’ promotion 
list service by 31 Dec. 1951, the Air Force 
said. 

About 100 permanent majors on the 
Medical, Dental, Veterinary, Medical 
Service and Chaplains promotions list 
are also eligible and will be considered 
on a “fully qualified” basis. 





Double Airmen Promotions 


The Air Force disclosed this week that 
September promotion quotas for advance 
ment of airmen to the ranks of sergeant, 
staff sergeant, technical sergeant and 
master sergeant are almost double those 
of August. 


A total of 13,800 airmen promotions to 
top enlisted grades has been authorized, 
with the advancements to be made in the 
period from 1 to 20 Sept. Of this num- 
ber, 1800 may be raised to master ser- 
geant, 3000 to technical sergeant, 4000 to 
staff sergeant and 5000 to sergeant. 


And to accelerate promotions further, 
the Air Force cut from 18 to 12 months 
the time in grade requirement for air 
men promotions to sergeant. 

The Air Force, for security reasons, 
declined to release specific quotas for its 
various commands. 


Named Air Generals 


Nomination by the President of Col. 
Darr Hayes Alkire, Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Materiel at Headquarters, Far East 
Air Forces, to be a temporary brigadier 
general in the Air Force of the United 
States, and of Col. Thomas Randall 
Rampy, Auditor General, USAF Head- 
quarters, to be a brigadier general, USAF- 
Reserve, was announced by the Air Force 
late last week. 

Both officers will remain in their pres- 
ent assignments. 

Colonel Akire served in the Mediter- 
ranean Theater during World War Il 
as Commanding Officer of the 449th Bomb 
Group, He has been in his present assign- 
ment since July, 1948. Rated a command 
pilot, he holds the Distinguished Flying 
Cross and the Air Medal with an Oak 
Leaf Cluster. 

Colonel Rampy has been Auditor Gen- 
eral of the Air Force since the office was 
established in July, 1948, and served in 
similar capacity with the Army and the 
Army Air Forces during World War II. 








Assigned As Group Comdrs. 


Col. Vernon C. Smith recently assumed 
command of the 30lst M. and S. Group, 
Barksdale AFB, La., and is also acting 
commanding officer of the 301st Bomb 
Wing during the absence of Col. Thomas 
W. Steed. A West Point graduate, the 
colonel arrived at Barksdale from Mc- 
Dill AFB, Fla., where he served as com- 
manding officer of the 307th M. and S. 
Group.

Air Force Confirmations 
The Senate has confirmed nominations 
of Air Force appointments submitted on 
14 Sept., and listed on page 60 of the 16 
Sept. issue of the ARMy Navy AIR ForRC8 
JOURNAL. 
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Air Sec. Addresses AWA 


“The need for a larger military estab- 
lishment will continue even if the Korean 
war is speedily and successfully finished,” 
and it is important to the Nation that 
“we decide what kind of a military estab- 
lishment we should have on the basis of 
a cold and long term calculation of our 
needs and not on the basis of the more 
immediate happenings in the world 
scene.” 

This was the message delivered this 
week by Secretary of the Air Force 
Thomas K. Finletter before a luncheon 
meeting of the Aviation Writers Associa- 
tion’s Washington, D. C., Chapter. Mr. 
Gerald B. Dobben, AWA regional gov- 
ernor, introduced the Secretary. 

Secretary Finletter emphasized that 
while “historically the United States has 
not had an especially large force in be- 
ing in peacetime,” the changing interna- 
tional picture has altered this so that 
“now we need not only our latent indus- 
trial capacity and manpower but a power- 
ful force in being in peacetime ready to 
go the very moment a major war should 
start.” 

Secretary Finletter said the Air Force 
is confronted with four main tasks: air 
defense of the United States; strategic 
counterattack; tactical air support; and 
air transport. The large part of his ad- 
dress was devoted to an analysis of how 
the Air Force is meeting its responsibil- 
ities and what is lacking. 

The following is the text of Mr. Fin- 
letter’s remarks relating to the four basic 
tasks of the Air Force. 

Air Defense 

“The air defense problem is one which re- 
quires the combination of radar, of intercep- 
for planes, of anti-aircraft artillery, of Navy 
picket ships and of guided missiles. Plans are 
under way for a substantial increase in the 
number and quality of the radar stations in 
the United States and Canada. The proposed 
increase to 69 groups calls for a substantial in- 
crease in the number of interceptor planes. 
Plans also are under way for the increase in 
the power of the anti-aircraft artillery fire. 
And above all, plans are being carried out 
and are being developed for the most vigorous 
effort in the development of guided missiles, 
both air-to-air and ground-to-air, to assist in 
the defense against attacks by enemy 
bombers. 

“I do not think it appropriate to be specific 
about these plans for air defense. I may say, 
however, that we are not complacent about 
the present state of the air defenses of the 
country. We recognize that the need for in- 
tensifying our air defense measures will grow 
sharply in the next few years. For these rea- 
sons we believe that an important increase in 
radar equipment and interceptor fighters is 
necessary. We believe also that a major effort 
must be made in the scientific race betewen 
the power of the attacking bomber and the 
power of the defense. I think it may be said 
that at some point or other in the future 
guided missiles may be superior to the piloted 
aircraft in certain respects. This day is by no 
Means just around the corner, but it must be 
our purpose to speed up the development of 
the guided missile. 

Strategic Counter-Attack 

“The second task of the Air Force is the 
strategic counter-measure, that is, the bomber 
operation which will be capable of delivering 
atomic bombs upon any enemy who might at- 
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tack us. This combination of the long-range 
bomber and the atomic bomb which it can 
carry is a terrible combination. It must, how- 
ever, be developed so that the power of the 
attack which it can deliver will be the very 
greatest we can produce. I do not have to say 
that our hope is that this weapon will never 
be used, but the purpose of our planning is 
to make this weapon as powerful as is possi- 
ble as a measure to preserve peace. 

‘‘At the present time our Strategic Air Com- 
mand is well equipped and organized. It must 
be our purpose to make it better and better 
equipped and organized as time goes on and 
the stakes grow higher. For this strategic 
air weapon is the greatest defensive asset 
which the country has. If war should come, 
the strategic air would be our most powerful 
weapon in silencing enemy attack upon us. 


Tactical Air Support 


“The third role of the Air Force is the sup- 
port of ground troops through its tactical air. 

“There has been considerable discussion 
and indeed some confusion recently on the 
subject of the plans for tactical air of the Air 
Force. May I make one or two points on this 
subject. First, quantitatively the tactical air 
force must be in relationship to the ground 
troops whom it is serving. Tactical air cannot 
of itself win the ground battle. Its function 
is to create conditions favorable to the success 
of our ground forces. When we look at the 
present relationship of our available tactical 
air to that of the over-all strength of our 
armed forces, I think it may be said that the 
amount of the tactical air available to the ex- 
isting ground troops has been about right. Of 
course, aS may well be the case, as the armed 
forces, particularly the ground forces. of the 
country are increased, then the tactical air 
will have to be increased. 

“The second point—increased specializa- 
tion, that is improvement of quality—in the 
tactical aircraft is desirable. Up to the pres- 
ent the Air Force has not been able to afford 
the various types of planes which it needed to 
make its tactical air effort as good as it might 
be. We are now moving to cure this deficiency. 

“‘We must have planes which are capable 
of achieving the three purposes of the tacti- 
cal air effort. These three purposes, as you all 
know, are to gain air superiority, to segregate 
the battlefield from the back areas of the 
enemy, and to provide close-in support. The 
first in importance of these is air superiority, 
for without air superiority the other two can- 
not be done: and «therefore, a primary effort 
must be made in the type of plane which will 
gain this dominance of the air. Simultane- 
ously in our preparations we must develop 
the other kind of planes, those which, because 
of their characteristics of range, rate of 
climb, speed and fire power, are the best cal- 
culated to isolate the battlefield and to pro- 
vide support close to the lines of the ground 
troops. 

Troop Carrier Operation 


“Closely allied to the question of tactical 
support is that of the Troop Carrier operation 
—the planes which are to be available for air 
drops and for other transport work, mainly 
for rapid deployment of relatively small 
units. 

“Sometimes, the dividing line between 
troop carrier work and the transport opera- 
tion is not clear, but I want to make it clear 
that in talking now of troop carriers I am 
not including the obligation which would fall 
in the Military Air Transport Service (MATS) 
for the transporting over substantial dis- 
tances of bodies of troops and equipment for 
deployment overseas. 

“In calculating our troop carrier require- 
ments, it would be very convenient, indeed, if 
we could assume that we could divert from 
the transport work the four engine aircraft 
now engaged in transport and put them at the 
service of the Troop Carriers. Even so, this 
would not be an ideal state of affairs, because 
the transport aircraft are not designed for 
this work and are therefore not as good ait it 
as the specially designed Fairchild C-82 and 
119’s. But we may dismiss this idea by saying 
that all our plans must be calculated on the 
assumption that peak demands on troop car- 
riers and transports will be simultaneous. 


Air Transport 


“I now move to the fourth function, 
namely, that of transport—a most trouble- 
some question because of the extremely large 
number of planes necessary to transport 
equipment and men in any substantial num- 
bers. When we look at the requirements for 
air transport in order to measure our Ca- 
pabilities in terms of available or planned 
transport planes, we find that the main re- 
quirements are the deployment of certain 
forces which are an absolute must to be put in 
position on D-Day. In addition to that, we 
have the normal requirements of the Military 
Air Transport Service, its Zone of the In- 
terior requirements, the support of those 
Armed Forces units which need not all be de- 
ployed on D-Day, and the theater require- 
ments under existing plans. To this might 
well be added the requirements for the trans- 
port of certain ground troops and as much 
of their equipment as can be carried, as well 
as further requirements which might result 
from an increase in the deployment of United 
States forces in Europe. When we add these 
figures together and take into consideration 
our capabilities as of the present time, in- 
cluding not only the military planes available 








but a practicable percentage of the civilian 
airliners which might be taken over in the 
event of war, we find a very substantial de- 
ficit. 

‘However, if we look at the estimates of 
what would be available under the 69 group 
program we find that the amount of transport 
lift, measured in C-54 equivalents which will 
be available under the 69 group program will 
be substantially increased over the present 
available transport lift. This is due in large 
part to the introduction into the program of 
new planes substantially larger than the C-54 
and having correspondingly greater lifting 
capacity. I am referring especially to the 
Boeing C-97, the cargo version of the Strato- 
cruiser, and to the Douglas C-124, the big 
plane which is the development of the C-54 
and C-74 of the Douglas Company. Both of 
these planes have much greater lift capacity 
than the standard C-54. 

‘‘Moreover, our present plans contemplate 
that certain tankers can be converted ex- 
tremely quickly after their initial use as 
tanker planes into transport vehicles. It may 
be said, I think, that while it is true that our 
normal requirements may vary upwards as 
the international scene develops, and while it 
is also true that our present stated require- 
ments are very far from providing an airlift 
for the vast numbers of troops that would 
constitute an airborne army, it is also true 
that our presently calculated needs for air- 
lift, approved by the military authorities, will 
be well met and more by. the planned lift of 
the 69 group program. 

“TI must emphasize, however, that these 
transport requirements which I say will be 
met by the 69 group program are those only 
for the force in being and that there is an- 
other requirement over and above this which 
must be considered. This further requirement 
is the need for air lift in the event of all-out 
war-—the lift that will be necessary for the 
vast military needs of a nation in arms. To 
prepare for this lift is part of the broad mob- 
ilization planning of the Government. 


Mobilization Planning 


‘‘Now this matter of mobilization planning 
involves the question of the capacity of our 
aircraft industry—as it would expand in time 
of war—to build the planes of all types, in- 
cluding transport planes, which would be re- 
quired by the total war effort. It also involves 
the question of the need for transport planes 
during the period between the beginning of 
the war and the time when the full produc- 
tive capacity of the aircraft industry can be 
brought into being. And further there is the 
question of the capacity of the commercial 
air carriers to assist the military in such a 
total mobilization. 

“There have been many suggestions by 
thoughtful men that an expanded merchant 
fleet of the air should be created through 
government subsidy as a means of creating 
and having in being the required air lift. 
These suggestions are being studied. The air 
transportation industry will be called upon to 
assist in a material way in the event of war. 
A plan must be developed, however, so that 
the airlines—which now are an absolutely 
essential part of our transportation system— 
can continue to operate as commercial air- 
lines during the war since the country will 
be very dependent upon them. I cannot re- 
port any planned solution, as yet, of this ex- 
tremely difficult question. I can say only that 
it is under urgent study. 

‘“‘Now these four broad functions which I 
have just referred to require a very large air 
force in being. There is no one of these tasks 
which it seems to me we can afford to take 
chances with, as long as the fundamental ten- 
sions of the international scene remain as 
they are now. We certainly should not skimp 
on the nature of our air defense, on the radar, 
planes, crews and missiles which will protect 
our country against atomic attack by the 
enemy. And certainly we must not take 
chances with our strategic air counter-attack 
—for this as I have said is the weapon which 
contains in it the great hope that an enemy 
may think it not worthwhile to attack us. And 
Similarly, too, we cannot afford to have less 
than what is necessary to give tactical air 
support to the ground defenses who rely on it. 
Especially is this true if it is decided to com- 
mit further American defenses to the support 
of Europe. And finally there is a basic mini- 
mum below which our air transport cannot 
go if all these other functions are to be car- 
ried out successfully. In short, it seems to me 
that much as we may regret the heavy expen- 
ditures which so strong an air arm demands, 
events have forced upon us the necessity, if 
we are not to be reckless with the security of 
our country, of having this kind of a military 
establishment. 


‘Force for Peace’ 

“TI have talked to you entirely on the sub- 
ject of the warlike preparations of this coun- 
try: and I want to be sure that by so doing I 
do not leave a false impression. I therefore 
emphasize that all of these preparations are 
being forced upon this country in spite of the 
fact that peace is the primary objective of our 
people and our government. We all hope to 
see the day when the military preparations 
of the world will be reduced to the minimum 
necessary to police the very small minority 
that has not yet learned to behave itself. We 
hope that the world will become sensible and 
that it will realize that nobody wins a war 
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and that the thing for all governments to do 
is to give to the United Nations the power to 
enforce the aspirations of the peoples of the 
world, namely, a state of peace and the utter 
abandonment of war as an instrument of na- 
tiona! policy. And finally, lest there be any 
confusion on the subject, I emphasize that 
the objective of the American military estab- 
lishment is to deter war and to reduce the 
chances of it by making clear to those coun- 
tries who might be thinking of war that it 
would be a mistake to attack us. Our military 
establishment is and will be always a force 
for peace."’ 


Air Force Rank Policy 


Air Force policy providing dates of 
rank for airmen of the Reserve compo- 
nents recalled to active duty was an- 
nounced by General Hoyt S. Vandenberg. 
USAF Chief of Staff, on 21 Sept. 

Patterned after an Air Force regula- 
tion that prescribes relative rank for 
officers recalled to active duty, the policy 
states that date of rank of airmen who 
are recalled will be the date of recalls 
preceded by a period equal to all prior 
active Federal service in equal or higher 
grades. 

Responsibility of computing date of 
rank for airmen being recalled rests with 
the commander of the airman’s first duty 
station. 

Officers recalled to active duty are 
given dates of rank established as the 
date of recall preceded by a period equa} 
to all prior active service in equal or 
higher grades.

Offensive in Korea. The amphibious operation in the Inchon-Seoul area of 
Korea is a classic example of the highest professional skill in the art of warfare. 
The project was bold in concept and superb in execution. The Inchon beaches con- 
stitute one of the last areas that a tactician would select for a landing operation. 
Any landing on a hostile shore is a military operation fraught with many difficulties 
and hazards, and these difficulties and hazards are multiplied at Inchon. The extreme 
tidal range, the forbidding mud flats, and the almost complete lack of port facilities 
are among the factors which made a successful landing in this area extremely im- 
probable. Nevertheless, the strategic advantages of a successful invasion of enemy 
territory far behind the fighting front presented a challenge that a courageous 
commander like General Douglas MacArthur could not ignore. In mid-July, at a 
time when prophets of doom were gloomily predicting that we would be thrown 
off the peninsula in a few days, General MacArthur and his staff were already plan- 
ning the bold stroke now being so brilliantly executed. The many obstacles were 
frankly recognized and largely overcome through the most meticulous planning. 
Every contingency was foreseen. The risk remained but it was worth taking. Ships 
were assembled, troops were carefully trained and every detail was worked out. 
There was complete cooperation among all elements of the Armed Forces, and 
precise coordination in every operation. Under amphibious commander Rear Adm. 
James H. Doyle the Navy got the Marines and Army troops and their supplies ashore 
in perfect order and covered them with Naval gun fire until they were many miles 
inland and heavy weapons could be brought up. Navy and Marine Corps planes from 
carriers, and later from the re-seized Kimpo airfield, furnish air cover for the 
ground troops. As a result the assault was superbly carried out and in consequence 
the prospects for an early victory in Korea are very much brighter than they were 
as recently as ten days ago. This magnificent achievement is due almost entirely 
to the imagination, boldness, professional skill and leadership of General Mac- 
Arthur and the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine officers of his command, and to 
the courage and tenacity of men of all ranks now fighting in Korea. 


income Tax Confusion. Senate and House conferees in accepting the Senate 
amendment to the tax bill designed to give tax relief to service personnel while 
serving in a combat zone have made a step in the right direction, but they should 
have gone considerably further. As cleared for enactment the bill will exempt 
enlisted personnel from income taxes on that part of their pay earned during the 
months they performed service in a combat zone. Officer personnel will receive a 
special tax exemption equal to $200 multiplied by the number of months they 
served in a combat zone. This partial relief will lead to endless confusion in admin- 
istration and considerable inequality in the tax burden to be borne by service 
personnel, all of whom are concerned in prosecuting the war. When it reconvenes 
Congress should act promptly to lift this entire tax burden from all active and 
retired personnel, who should not be required to kick back part of their pay, nor 
be burdened with making complicated tax returns while engaged in defending 
their country. 


Nevy War Promotions. The Senate-approved Rawlins Bill, to authorize a review 
of the records of naval officers passed over by promotion panels during World 
War II, hangs in the balance as Congress prepares to recess this weekend. It might 
have become law this week except for the actions of Representative James B. Hare 
(D-SC) and Representative John W. Byrnes (R-Wisc) who made formal objections 
when the bill was reached on the consent calendar 18 Sept. Now, unless the House 
should call the calendar again before it recesses, it will lay over until Congress 
meets this Winter. The measure originated as one to promote Comdr. Edward W. 
Rawlins, jr., USN, to the grade of captain. The Committees, however, were so 
impressed with the injustice wrought Commander Rawlins in the turmoil of war, 
and in other cases brought to their attention, that the bill was broadened to authorize 
reviews of all naval officers who failed of advancement during the war period, in- 
cluding those already retired. It should be passed by this Congress. 





Army Promotion Problem 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


The obviously unfair current plan for 
considering Regular Army Officers for 
temporary promotions, in the order of 
their permanent ranks only, warrants 
strong protest. While the apparent goal 
of aligning temporary grades with per- 
manent grades among Regular Army Offi- 
cers may be desirable under continued 
peacetime conditions, when the vast ma- 
jority of officers on duty are Regular offi- 
cers, it certainly is not appropriate under 
present conditions, while thousands of Re- 
serve officers are being recalled to duty 
with the benefit of terminal promotions. 

The permanent ranks of a great many 
Regular officers were determined arbi- 
trarily on the basis of their ages, regard- 
less of temporary rank attained. Reserve 
officers’ ranks have not been so deter- 
mined, nor have their relative ranks been 
so modified. Yet when they return to duty, 
they will serve with Regular officers on 
the basis of their highest ranks attained. 


Inasmuch as temporary ranks were 
earned by Regular and Reserve officers 
under equivalent emergency conditions, 
the present emergency being but a con- 
tinuation of this, and these ranks were 
obtained without regard to Regular or 
Reserve status, current temporary promo- 
tions should be determined for both com- 
ponents alike, on the basis of relative 
temporary ranks, with proper compensa- 
tion with regard to terminal promotions. 
It is of interest that it is apparently the 
Air Force intention to follow this pro- 
cedure. Is the Air Force more considerate 
of its Regular officers than the Army? 


Realignment of temporary and perma- 
nent ranks should be deferred until peace- 
time conditions are truly restored, and 
the bulk of the Reserve officers have re- 
turned to inactive status. Any mixed pro- 
cedure such as that contemplated will 
treat unfairly a great many Regular offi- 


cers.

Per Diem Decision 


The Comptroller General ruled this 
week that military personnel travelling 
on temporary duty outside the conti- 
nental limits of the United States are 
entitled to the legal per diem even though 
Government rations “are furnished or 
available.” And if the travel is completed 
during one calendar day such personnel 
would be entitled to “per diem at the 
higher of the travel per diem rates pre- 
scribed for the points of duty between 
which the travel is performed.” 

The decision was rendered in the case 
of Maj. John T. Kramers, GSC, for travel 
pay between Cairo, Egypt and Frankfurt, 
Germany, between 26 Feb. and 12 March 
1948. 

The official digest of the decision 
(B-94986) follows: 

‘“*The administrative regulations issued pur- 
suant to section 12 of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942, as amended, and Executive Order 
No. 9871, authorize the payment of a travel 
per diem allowance to military personnel 
traveling outside the continental United States 
without a reduction by reason of availability 
of Government rations or messing facilities 
and, therefore, an Army officer on temporary 
duty outside the United States is entitled to 
per diem at the rate prescribed for officers in 
a travel status with quarters available at the 
place of duty even though Government ra- 
tions are furnished or available for such 
period. 

“An Army officer traveling between points 
of duty located outside the continental limits 
of the United States who completes such 
travel during one calendar day is entitled 
under the administrative regulations issued 
pursuant to section 12 of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1942, as amended, and Executive 
Order No. 9871, to per diem at the higher of 
the travel per diem rates prescribed for the 
points of duty between which the travel is

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—In a joint communique Secretary of State Dean Acheson of 
the United States and Foreign Ministers Ernest Bevin of Great Britain and Robert 
Schuman of France on Tuesday announced that the three countries would increase 
their military forces in Germany for the “protection and defense of the free world, 
including the German federal republic and the western sectors of Berlin.” As an 
obvious warning to Russia the foreign ministers declared that their countries would 
“treat any attack against the federal republic or Berlin from any quarter as an 
attack upon. themselves.”’ 

The three governments decided to take the necessary steps to terminate the 
state of war with Germany. It was pointed out that this will not affect the status 
of the three powers in Germany, but that it will create a firmer foundation for de- 
veloping friendly relations, and remove disabilities to which German nationals are 
subject. : 

While it was agreed that the creation of a German national army would not 
serve the best interests of Germany or Europe the powers favored major exten- 
sions of the authority of the West German Republic. That government will now be 
authorized to establish:.a ministry of foreign affairs, and to enter into diplomatic 
relations with other countries. In other fields, particularly in internal economic 
matters, far-reaching reductions will be made in existing controls. 

Present arrangements for review of German legislation will be modified. Re- 
strictions on building cargo ships for export will be removed, and steel production 
will be increased. to facilitate the defense effort of Western Europe. Controls in 
West Berlin will be; liberalized to the maximum extent practicable. 

No decision was reached on the organization of German military units to serve 
in a European army tnder unified command, but authority was granted for the 
establishment of mobile police formations in each German state, with provision 
for the effective use of all or part of this force by the federal republic to meet the 
exigencies of the situation. This is expected ultimately to increase the police force 
for internal security in West Germany by about 40,000, with a total force of 140,000, 
still far short of the estimated 300,000 completely militarized police of Soviet-con- 
trolled East Germany. 

The communique of the three foreign ministers was acclaimed by all political 
parties in West Germany, except the Communists. The Germans were happy to 
achieve a greater measure of independence, and at the same time were pleased 
that their security would be enhanced by the strengthening of Allied troops in 
Germany. 

Supplementing the meetings of the foreign ministers of the three powers the 
defense ministers of Great Britain and France have been called to New York to 
discuss with Genéral George C. Marshall, new American Secretary of Defense, 
the measures necessary for the common defense of Atlantic Pact countries, and 
particularly for the creation of a European army under a single command. 

These proposals were the principal subjects under discussion at New York 
this week by the Council of Foreign Ministers of the twelve Atlantic Pact nations. 
At the conclusion of the meeting the Council issued a cautiously worded announce- 
ment that the proposal to create a combined army under a single command was 
“warmly welcomed.” The diplomats spoke of the “urgent need to strengthen col- 
lective defense,” and said the Council was “determined to proceed with the necessary 
measures to this end.” 

However, the Council deferred action to put forces of individual countries un- 
der international command. Foreign ministers wished to consult their cabinets, 
and in some instances their parliaments, before making specific commitments. They 
agreed to act quickly in arriving at definite decisions, and will report to the Council 
at another meeting to be held within two weeks. 

The General Assembly of the United Nations opened its fifth annual session 
in New York this week with a crowded agenda. Prominent among the questions 
for consideration were the Korean conflict and the proposal of India to seat a 
delegation from Red China in place of that of nationalist China. This proposal was 
the first business of the session and it was voted down, with only 16 votes in favor 
of the resolution, 33 opposed and 10 abstentions. The Council then adopted a Ca- 
nadian proposal that the question be referred to a committee. 

Secretary of State Acheson urged the General Assembly to revise its procedure 
to enable it to take immediate action in case of aggression, in the event that the 
Security Council is unable to act because of the negative effect of a veto. He pro- 
posed that each member nation designate a unit of its armed forces to serve in an 
international force under the United Nations for the preservation of peace. 

Soviet Delegate Andrei Vishinski denounced the Acheson proposal and tried 
to revive a previously rejected Soviet plan for the reduction of armaments of the 
principal powers by one-third. The Soviet envoy increased his list of “warmongers” 
by adding the names of General Omar N. Bradley, Secretary of the Navy Francis 
P. Matthews, former Defense Secretary Louis Johnson, and General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, to those of Winston Churchill and John Foster Dulles. 

The Assembly selected Ambassador Nasrollah Entezam of Iran to succeed 
Brig. Gen. Carlos Romulo of the Philippines as its president for the ensuing year. 
It had been understood that the presidency would go to an Asiatic delegate this 
year. Ambassador Entezam’s principal rival in the contest was Sir Mohammed 
Zafrullah Khan, foreign minister of Pakistan, but the Iranian was elected on the 
first ballot. 

In a report to the Security Council General Douglas MacArthur charged that 
Communist China had released from Chinese armies some 40,000 to 60,000 soldiers 
of Korean origin to fight with the Reds of North Korea. These veteran combat 
soldiers formed the core of the Red army which invaded South Korea. General 
MacArthur also charged that the Soviet Union had supplied the North Korean 
Communists with weapons, equipment and other munitions as recently as this year. 

Soviet Delegate Jacob Malik had previously stated that Russia had supplied 
no arms to North Korea since 1948. United States Delegate Warren Austin intro- 
duced exhibits, including a Russian-made sub-machine gun captured in Korea, which 
bore markings indicating manufacture in 1950. Mr. Malik strongly opposed the 
reading of General MacArthur’s report, but was outvoted 10 to 1. He left the room 
before Mr. Austin presented his exhibits. 

General MacArthur wrote the Council that additional ground troops from mem- 
ber nations were urgently needed in Korea. While several nations have supplied 
naval units for the Korean conflict, the only ground troops now on the scene are 























from South Korea, the United States, Great Britain and the Philippines. The Philip 
pine contingent, a well-balanced combat team, with infantry, artillery and armor, 
reached Korea this week. 

In Indo-China Communist-led guerrillas captured the French outpost of Dong- 
khe, near the Chinese border. The French charge that they were armed in China 
by the Chinese Reds. The outpost was recaptured by the French but there is still 
grave concern that this Red eruption near the Chinese frontier signals an all-out 
attempt by the Reds to seize all of Indo-China. 


Reserve Corps Prospectus—Although the Army’s second call of Reserve officers 
this week emphasized the fact that the 9,565 captains and lieutenants will not be 
summoned from Organized Reserve Corps units, there is increased belief that before 
too many months the Army will dip into unit organizations in order to obtain the 
services of critically needed personnel. Thus far, in an effort to preserve the integ- 
rity of ORC units as much as possible, the Army has refrained from calling to 
active duty officers who are members of ORC units, with the exception of doctors. 
Some medical officers in units are being called to duty because of the Army’s de- 
sire, approved by Reserve officials and American Medical Association authorities, 
to call first those Reserve medical officers with the least World War II service. 
This means that in some cases, doctors affiliated with ORC units are being called 
on an individual basis. 

With calls now out or going out to more than 17,000 Reserve officers who are 
not members of ORC units, the feeling is growing that later this year or early in 
1951 the Army may be required to call to active duty some members of ORC organi- 
zations. For example, there is no present indication that any Reserve division will 
be called to active duty, although thousands of officers are assigned to such units 
The needs of the expanding Army, it is felt, will result in a decision to call Reserv- 
ists from such units on an individual basis. 

A further problem with regard to Reserve officers is known to be under close 
study at the Pentagon. This has to do with the relatively large number of Reserv- 
ists who have applied for or who may be eligible for deferment for one reason 
or another. The likelihood is that the experience which has been obtained since 
outbreak of war in Korea will show the need for vitalization of the Reserve Corps 
insofar as availability of personnel for immediate active duty is concerned. Shortly 
after hostilities began, it was revealed, for instance, that a number of F.B.I. agents 
hold Reserve commissions. Yet, few of these persons are available for immediate 
call to duty, their civilian tasks being of such critical importance to the nation. 
Similarly, in other government agencies and in industry, many persons who hold 
active Reserve status are being deferred because of the vital need for their con- 
tinued services in civilian duties. 

What may result from this situation will be a determination that such persons 
should be placed in the Inactive Reserve, with Active Reserve status going exclu- 
sively to persons to whom the Services could turn instantly in event of emergency. 


Navy EM Careers Checked—The announcement this week that the Navy plans 
to commission 1,300 warrant officers by next July, brings to the fore a rather 
incongruous situation. Many Navy enlisted men are beginning to feel that the 
Navy’s announced plans for career advancement are likely to be quite restricted in 
their applications. 

The first promotions to the grade of warrant in the Navy since the end of 
World War II were made last week. At that time, 254 enlisted men were offered 
temporary appointments. However only 20 of the Navy’s 65 ratings were represented. 

Earlier in the year, the results of the second Navy selection board for limited 
duty officers were made public. More than half of those selected were already offi- 


cers, Of the remaining number, only a relatively few enlisted rates were represented. . 


No men were selected from the eligible rates of Radarman, Sonarman, Boatswain 
Mates, Gunner’s Mates, Fire Control Technicians, Torpedoman’s Mates, Mineman, 
Radioman, Journalist, Teleman, Lithographer, and many others. 

A previous LDO selection board had made similar recommendations. 

With the current announcement, the Navy said that it plans to obtain the 
1,300 warrant officers from four categories: recall of Naval Reserve warrants: 
applicants for the LDO program who were recommended by the board as officer 
material; enlisted personnel who have previously served as warrant or chief war- 
rant; and last Chief and first class petty officers who have not previously served 
in commissioned or warrant grades. 

Interested observers hope that the Navy will restore the faith of its enlisted 
men in the career advancement plan by selecting the new quota of warrant officers 
from as many rates as it is possible to cover—with special emphasis on those rates 
which have been thus far ignored. That there are no eligible men in these rates 
is extremely unlikely. 


Korean War Rank—The bolstering of U.N. forces in Korea, with the landing 
of the Army’s 7th Infantry Division and additional Marine Corps elements and the 
creation of the 10th Army Corps raised the question this week of increased rank 
for field commanders under General of the Army Douglas MacArthur. In view of 
the fact that American field commanders are directing forces not only of this nation 
but also of other U.N. members, the belief is that added thought will be given to 
higher rank fer such officers as Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker and Maj. Gen. Edward 
M. Almond. 

Normally, the rank for an officer commanding an army in combat is four-star 
status, as compared to the three stars worn by General Walker. Similarly, a corps 
commander, such as Major General Almond, is given three-star rank in combat. 

At the present time, General Walker has command of four Army divisions- 
the 7th, 24th and 25th Infantry Divisions and the 1st Cavalry Division—in addition 
to Regimental Combat Teams and other separate units. 

General Almond, directing the landing operation at Inchon and the fighting at 
Seoul, has at least 40,000 troops under his direct command, including the 1st Ma- 
rine Division, also headed by a two-star officer, Maj. Gen. Oliver P. Smith, USMC. 
General Almond has been Chief of Staff to General of the Army MacArthur. 


Gen. Hartle Nominated—Maj. Gen. Russell P. Hartle, USA-Ret., of Hagerstown, 
Md., this week won the Democratic nomination for the House of Representatives 
from the Sixth Maryland district. He will oppose the present incumbent, Repre- 
sentative J. Glenn Beall, Republican, in the November elections. 

Published in the Maryland local press about 10 days before the primaries was 
a letter to General Hartle from General of the Army Douglas MacArthur wishing 
him success in politics. General MacArthur said that he had noticed an article in 
the Hagerstown Mail telling of Hartle’s candidacy and continued: 
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“This is good news. Our country needs men of such sound balance, wide experi- 
ence and proven integrity at this critical period in our existence. While I would not 
venture to advise the Maryland constituency on any question dealing with politics, 
as one of your oldest friends I do wish you every possible degree of success in this 
new fie:c of activity. I am sure that your host of friends in the Far East would join 
me in such a thought.” 


USAF Auditor General—An explanation and clarification of the operation of 
the office of the U.S. Air Force Auditor General, principally for the benefit of aircraft 
manufacturers and Air Force personnel dealing with those matters, is contained 
in an article by Col. T. R. Rampy, USAF, the Auditor General, in the current issue 
of U. S. Air Services. Because of its value and interest to those having financial 
dealings with the Air Force reprints have been made and are available at Colonel 
Rampy’s office or from Mr. Earl N. Findley, editor, U. S. Air Services, Transportation 
Building, Washington 6, D. C. The nomination of Colonel Rampy to be a general 
officer is pending in the Senate. 


New Joint Command—The seventh joint command under the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, to be called the U. S. Northeast Command, headed by Maj. Gen. Lyman P. 
Whitten, USAF, will be activated on 1 Oct. The Department of Defense said the 
new command “has been established for the purpose of integrating administrative 
and operational control of the U. S. forces in this area.” 

General. Whitten, whose headquarters will be located at Pepperrell AFB, New- 
foundland, has been commanding general of the Newfoundland Base Command of 
the Military Air Transport Service, which is being inactivated. 

The other joint commands and their commanders are as follows: Alaskan, 
Lt. Gen. William Kepner, USAF; Caribbean, Lt. Gen. W. H. H. Morris, USA; Eu- 
ropean, General Thomas T. Handy, USA; Pacific, Admiral Arthur W. Radford, 
USN; Far East Command, General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, who is also 
Supreme Commander Allied Powers; and Atlantic, Admiral W. M. Fechteler, USN. 

There has been speculation for some time that the threat of atomic warfare 
may result in creation of some type of joint command structure within the con- 
tinental limits of the United States, as well as overseas. It is pointed out that the 
exigencies of modern warfare demand a coordinated defense organization, capable 
of instant action. Therefore, the possibility exists that the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
may create joint commands within the United States. For example, a commander 
might be named for such a homogeneous area as the New England states, the 
Pacific Northwest or the Middle Atlantic area. This matter is reported to be under 
a detailed JCS study, although there is no indication of early implementation. 


Navy’s B-36 Critics—With the selection this week of Capt. F. M. Trapnell for 
promotion to Rear Admiral, it is interesting to note that four of the junior officers 
who testified for the Navy during last year’s bitter unification hearings, have now 
been elevated in rank. 

In addition to Captain Trapnell, another officer promoted to flag rank was 
Rear Adm. Arleigh A. Burke. A captain at the time of the B-36 controversy, Admiral 
Burke later occupied an important post on the Joint Chiefs, following the dis- 
bandment of the Navy’s Op-23 Division which he headed, and was recently assigned 
as Deputy Chief of Staff to Vice Adm. Charles T. Joy, Commander of Naval Forces 
in the Far East. 

Two officers promoted to Captain following their testimony before the Con- 
gressional committee are A. B. Metsger and Eugene Tatom. Captain Metsger is 
currently serving on the staff of ComAirPac, and Captain Tatom is on duty in the 
Bureau of Ordnance. Captain Tatom was the officer who declared during the hear- 
ings that it would be safe to stand at one end of the Washington National Airport 
runway while an A-bomb exploded at the other. 

A fifth officer, Capt. John G. Crommelin, who did not testify during the hearings 
but who offered frequent comment on the controversy, has since been retired in 
the rank of Rear Admiral. 

Others who testified were Capt. J. H. Sides, now serving as commanding officer 
of the USS Albany; Capt. John S. Thach, whose brother was on the selection list 
this week, now in command of an aircraft carrier operating off Korea; Comdr. W. I. 
Martin, currently attending the Navy War College at Newport, R. I.; Comdr. W. N. 
Leonard, now with Fighter Squadron 171; and Lt. Comdr. E. W. Harrison, currently 
serving with the Bureau of Aeronautics in Washington. 


Army Expansion Policy—Coincidental with the acceleration this month of the 
emergency expansion program, highlighted by induction of 50,000 men through 
Selective Service and the call to active duty of thousands of Enlisted Reservists, 
the Army has instituted a rigid system of checks to insure that men entering Service 
from civilian life are afforded every aid possible. What has been emphasized most 
in recent press accounts of the expansion training program has been the rigorous 
and realistic training techniques designed to duplicate battle conditions and to 
toughen troops for arduous duties ahead. 

The thousands of men entering on active duty from civilian life will not be 
pampered nor denied realistic wartime training, which was shown during World 
War II to have resulted in the saving of countless casualties. After a postwar inter- 
lude during which public reaction and budget limitations forced modification of 
Simulated battlefield training, the Army now has full support for its new training 
program. 

But what has not been stressed to date is the fact that while holding firm to 
its belief in the necessity for “rough and tumble” training techniques to ready its 
manpower for any emergency, the Army is taking precautions to insure that per- 
sonnel being called to Federal service, either from Selective Service, Reserve or 
National Guard units, are treated with as much individual dignity as possible. 

Field Commanders, especially those with training units, are expected to be 
especially alert to the personalized needs of men entering the Army from civilian 
life. Such problems as those relating to dependent allowances, National Service Life 
Insurance, religious and special services requirements, housing and dependent med- 
ical care, are to receive close scrutiny. 

Already, the Army has dispatched special Inspectors General and G-1 representa- 
tives throughout the nation to observe how individual requirements are being met 
concurrently with the exigencies of the rapid overall expansion program. 

To date, the Army has been extremely pleased with the reactions obtained from 
men called to Service, from community officials and from Congressional leaders. 
Now, with thousands-of men entering the Army each day, and in face of still-limited 
Officer resources for training, the Army is placing on its commanders increased 
responsibility for insuring the needs of the individual soldier. 
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Army Finance Corps—Col. M. A. Braude, FC, Chief, Management Division, OCF, 
returned this week from temporary duty at the Army Finance Center, St. Louis, 
Missouri. Col. W. P. Campbell, FC, Assistant Chief of Finance, and Maj. John Palsrok, 
FC, Receipts and Disbursements Division, OCF, returned this week from a field 
survey of Finance operations at Fort Knox, Camp Campbell and Camp Breckinridge, 
Ky. 
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Director of Medical Services—In the midst of the current shake-up in the top 
Department of Defense echelons, there was considerable discussion this week with 
regard to the future status of the Defense Director of Medical Services. This post 
is held currently by Dr. Richard L. Meiling, a brigadier general in the Air Force 
Reserve, whose tenure has been characterized by differences with military medical 
leaders and with members of Congress, notably the special hospital subcommittee 
of the House Armed Services Committee. 

Public testimony and official documents have shown that Dr. Meiling has been 
at odds with the Surgeons General of the Army and Navy, with the former senior 
military medical officer on his own staff, and with Representative L. Mendel Rivers 
(D-SC) and other Congressmen on the House Armed services hospital subcommittee. 

One issue has repeatedly come to the fore, namely, the matter of medical care 
for dependents of military personnel. Although it was never stated in so many words 
that the Department of Defense and its Office of Medical Services desired to cur- 
tail or abolish dependent care, the facts with regard to closing of hospitals and 
cutting of budget requests indicated a serious danger to this traditional service 
for families of officers and men of the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. 

Despite the fact that Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson did reject a Bureau 
of the Budget proposal calling for drastic restriction of dependent care, the De- 
partment of Defense and its Director of Medical Services have not been forecful 
protagonists in support of these benefits. The fact is that members of the House 
Armed Services Committee were somewhat sharp with Dr. Meiling during recent 
testimony on a bill guaranteeing dependent care when his attitude was rather 
non-committal toward provision of adequate facilities for a comprehensive depend- 
ent care program. 

With the swearing in this week of a new Secretary of Defense, it is believed 
a virtual certainty that official Department of Defense policy on dependent care 
quickly will be formulated in specific terms, designed to emphasize the urgent need 
for continuation and possible expansion of dependent care. In his long and dis- 
tinguished military career, General of the Army George C. Marshall has had a 
first-hand appreciation of the great morale factor involved in dependent care. 
Latterly, as President of the Red Cross, he has learned of the many Service per- 
sonnel, particularly enlisted men, who must seek financial aid from this organi- 
zation or from Service relief societies when members of their families are stricken 
with illness. 

Therefore, it is evident that as Secretary of Defense, General of the Army 
Marshall will aid members of Congress in all ways possible to insure the health 
and welfare of fighting men and their families. Presumably, if Dr. Meiling should 
persist in his past attitude on this matter, he would want to resign. 


Signal Corps—Lt. Col. Walter A. Simpson, Maj. Duane D. Davis and Capt. 
John A. McKee, have reported for duty in the Office of the Chief Signal Officer. 
Colonel Simpson is with the Engineering and Technical Division and Major Davis 
is in the Signal Corps Career Management Branch. Captain McKee has been given 
duties in the Signal Plans and Operations Division. Col. Emil Lenzner formerly 
an instructor at the Armed Forces Staff College has been assigned to the Far East 
Command. Col. Edmund T. Bullock, formerly at the Boston Army Base, has been 
assigned to headquarters V Corps, Fort Bragg, N. C. 


Army Chemical Corps—Lt. Earle J. Townsend, public information officer at 
the Army Chemical Center, Md., for the past year and a half, is being transferred 
to Washington, D. C. to head the Chemical Corps’ headquarters public informa- 
tion staff. He will replace the late Maj. Murdoch McLeod. Lieutenant Townsend 
is a veteran California newspaperman and served two and a half years as a combat 
liaison officer with Chinese troops during the last war. While at the Chemical 
Center he also served as aide-de-camp to Brigadier General E. F. Bullene, com- 
manding general of the post. Capt. Mary B. Warner will replace Lieutenant Town- 
send as the post public information officer.

Allison Division of Gen- 

it has leased a 
vacant plant building at 2060 Northwest- 
ern Avenue for the production of a new tank 
transmission. The building, formerly occu- 
pied by the Fairbanks-Morse Company and 
now owned by the Chrysler Corporation, 
contains approximately 215,000 square feet 
of floor space. 

Reconditioning of the plant will begin im- 
mediately and machinery will be moved in 
as fast as possible. Production of parts for 
the transmission is expected to get under way 
before the end of 1950. Assembly and test 
of the transmissions, as well as additional 
machining, will take place in Allison Plant 
No. 3. An area of 100,000 square feet is being 
cleared for those operations. 

The transmission is a hydraulically-con- 
trolled torque-converter type, similar to the 
transmission which Allison has been build- 
ing for the past year for the General Patton 
M46 tank. Production of this transmission 
also will continue at an accelerated rate. The 
new tank transmission, which has been de- 
veloped by the Allison transmission engi- 
neering department since the end of World 
Wear II, will be installed in a tank to be 
built by the Cadillac Motor Car Division 
of General Motors in Cleveland at the plant 
operated by Fisher Body Division during 
World War IU. Allison estimated that ap- 
proximately 1,500 persons will be employed 
in the new plant, to be known as Allison 
Plant No. 7, and an additional 500 will be 
required in Plant No. 3. Lease of the new 
building gives Allison six separate plants in 
Indianapolis with a total area of more than 
4,000,000 square feet. At the end of World 
War II floor space under Allison operation 
totaled 3,830,000 square feet, giving Allison 
more floor area in Indianapolis than at its 
World War II peak.

Weather Duty 

The Cutter Eastwind has returned from 
a voyage to Arctic waters, where she was 
part of a joint weather program expedi- 
tion sponsored by the United States and 


Canada, The ships resupplied the joint 
weather station at Alert, Ellesmere Is- 
land. The Eastwind sailed to within 445 
nautical miles of the North Pole, whilé 
passing the northeastern tip of Ellesmere 
Island. This is believed to be the northern- 
most point in the western hemisphere 
reached by any ship under her own power. 
The helicopter carried by the Eastwind 
was used extensively during the voyage 
for reconnaissance, transportation and 
observation of geological formations and 
wildlife.

Retired Pay Decisions 


The Comptroller General has issued the 
following multiple decision (B-96250) in- 
volving retired pay as applied to person- 
nel retired under varying circumstances: 


“‘An officer of the Army of the United 
States who was released from active service, 
without pay, pursuant to the approved find- 
ings on an Army Retiring Board that his 
physical disability was not incurred as a re- 
sult of an incident of the service, and who 
requested review of such findings under sec- 
tion 302 of the Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act of 1944, as amended, Is entitled to be re- 
tired, with pay, effective the first day of the 
month following approval by the President of 
the findings of an Army Disability Review 
Board that his incapacity was incurred as 
the result of an incident of the service. 


“An officer of the Army of the United 
States who was released from active service, 
without pay, by reason of physical disability 
prior to the date of approval of the Career 
Compensation Act of 1949 and who, subse- 
quent to that date, is found entitled to be 
retired, with pay, pursuant to an Army Dis- 
ability Review Board’s decision that his in- 
capacity was incurred as the result of an in- 
cident of the service, would have no right 
under section 411 of the act to elect the meth- 


; od of computing his retired pay, the right of 


such election thereunder being applicable 
only to members and former members of the 
uniformed services retired prior to approval 
of the act. 

“An officer of the Army of the United States 
released from active duty not by reason of 
physical disability who later, upon appearing 
before a physical evaluation board in a ci- 


| vilian status, was found to be physically dis- 


abled as an incident of the service but who 
died prior to approval of such finding, is not 


| entitled to any retirement pay. 


‘‘Legal representatives of the estates of in- 
competent or deceased members of the uni- 
formed services retired for physical disabi> 
ity, with pay, or who were entitled to receive 
such pay prior to the effective date of the 
Career Compensation Act of 1949, may exer- 
cise the right granted in section 411 to such 
retired members to elect to qualify for dis- 
ability retirement pay thereunder or to 
receive retirement pay computed under one 
of the two methods in section 511 of the act. 

“‘A former Regular Army enlisted man with 
twenty years’ service who was discharged 
prior to the effective date of the Career Com- 
pensation Act of 1949 for a disability incurred 
in line of duty but whose application for re- 
tirement with pay submitted under section 2 
of the act of June 30, 1941, as amended, was 
not approved prior to the repeal of that act, 
had no retirement rights under the 1941 act 
saved to him by section 519 and 520 of the 
1949 act, said sections being applicable only 
to persons who, on the date of the act, are re- 
ceiving or are entitled to receive retired or 
retirement pay.”’

Inventory Controls 

The National Production Authority of 
the Department of Commerce this week 
placed inventory controls on business and 
industry to conserve 32 items of critical 
materials in short supply. 

The order specifies that firms must 
limit their stocks to the “practicable min- 
imum working inventory.” This is defined 
by National Production Administrator 
William H. Harrison as the “smallest 
quantity of material from which a person 
can reasonably meet his deliveries or sup- 
ply his services on the basis of his cur- 
rently scheduled method and rate of pro- 
duction.” 

Under a recent statute violators of the 
order are subject to imprisonment up to 
one year and to a fine up to $10,000. The 
purpose of the order is to conserve stocks 
to meet defense requirements and the 
most essential civilian needs. 





Munitions Head Resigns 


The resignation of Hubert E. Howard 
as Chairman of the Munitions Board was 
accepted this week by President Truman. 

In his letter of resignation to the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Howard said that he had learned 
of Secretary Johnson’s resignation with 
the “deepest regret,” and that he con- 
sidered the Defense Secretary as “one of 
the greatest administrators of the coun- 
try.” 

He wrote that when he “came to Wash- 
ington last fall at the request of Mr. 
Johnson, I promised him I would spend 
a year in Government service. That year,” 
he said, “has expired 1 Sept. 1950.” He 
asked that his resignation become effec- 
tive at the President’s “earliest conveni- 
ence,” and that he hoped it would not 
be “later than 30 Sept.” 

The President replied: “Knowing your 
desire for expeditious action .. . I accept, 
effective at the close of business today.” 
He asked that Mr. Howard accept his 
“heartfelt thanks” for the “superior serv- 
ice” he had rendered as Chairman of the 
Munitions Board.

Four Ships for Troops 


America’s first big luxury liner, the 
United States, and three other passenger 
ships now under construction, were taken 
over this week by the government. The 
Maritime Administration announced that 
the four vessels will be completed as 
troop transports. 

A decision to acquire the ships, all be- 
ing built under Government subsidy, was 
made by the Defense Department on the 
recommendation of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

The 48,000-ton United States, reported- 
ly capable of carrying 12,000 troops, was 
being built for the United States Lines 
at Newport News, Va. The other vessels, 
all 13,000-ton sister ships, are the Presi- 
dent Hayes, Adams and Jackson, which 
were being constructed for the American 
President Lines, at the New York Ship- 
building Corporation, Camden, N. J. 

Construction of the superliner United 
States was started about a year and a 
half ago, at which time it was estimated 
that the vessel would cost better than 
70 million dollars. The liner was designed 
with possible military use in mind and 
has many features of use to the military 
service. When completed, the luxury ship 
will have a special safety hull, double 
engine rooms, a speed in excess of 28 
knots an hour, and special strengthening 
for gun emplacements. Original plans in- 
dicated that the ship would be placed in 
operation by the summer of 1952. No esti- 
mates were made as to how long it will 
take to complete the vessel for military 
use. 





Merchant Fleet Expands 


The active American merchant fleet, 
influenced by the Korean situation, 
reached its highest level in the past 9 
months when on 1 Sept. it totaled over 
1,350 vessels of nearly 16,000,000 dwt., 
National Federation of American Ship- 
ping reported this week. 

The Federation’s monthly report on the 
status of the fleet showed that the pri- 
vately-owned fleet added one super tank- 
er during August, and now totals 1,177 
ships of 14,021,000 dwt. 

During August, according to the Fed- 
eration report, approximately 90 Victory 
type vessels were withdrawn from lay-up 
for bareboat charter to private ship op- 
erators, and in turn time-chartered to the 
Military Sea Transport Service. On 1 
Sept., 181 merchant vessels -were under 
bareboat charter with 17 additional allo- 
cated but not yet delivered. No bareboated 
vessels were under notice of redelivery to 
the government. 

At the beginning of September, there 
were 19 vessels under General Agency 
Agreement, being readied for operation 
with the MSTS in the Pacific theater. 

The Federation report showed that on 
1 Sept., the National Defense Reserve 
Fleet totaled 2,069 ships, excluding cable- 
ships, tugs and military types, and con- 
sisted of 36 “overage” vessels, 24 World 
War II-built tankers, and 2,009 World 
War II-built dry cargo and combination 
merchant vessels. 





C. of C. Defense Group 


Basic issues vital to the nation’s secu- 
rity were examined by the Committee 
on National Defense, Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, at its recent 
meeting in Washington, according to 
Committee Chairman Dunlap C. Clark. 

During the all-day session, the commit- 
tee reviewed the status and scope of the 
present program of industrial, military, 
and economic mobilization and its impact 
on industry. In this connection, problems 
relating to the financing of defense pro- 
duction were discussed. 

“It is most essential now, as never be- 
fore in our nation’s history,” Mr. Clark 
said, “for business and industry to de 
termine every possible means of contrib- 
uting maximum support to the strength- 
ening of our nation’s defenses, in the light 
of current world tension.” 

The calling of this meeting by Mr. 
Clark immediately followed the an- 
nouncement of his re-election as chair- 
man of the Committee. A director of the 
National Chamber, Clark is president of 
the Central Bank, Oakland, Calif. He is 
a veteran of World Wars I and II, hav- 
ing served in the latter as a-colonel on 
the Army’s General Staff Corps, Office 
Chief of Staff, for which he was awarded 
the Legion of Merit and Army Com- 
mendation Ribbons.

Retirement Pay 

The Comptroller General ruled this 
week (decision B-95807) that a statute 
repealed by the Career Compensation 
Act of 1949 does not entitle an officer to 
receive retirement pay “based upon re- 
tirement orders issued pursuant to the re- 
Pealed statute, in the absence of a saving 
Provision in the 1949 Act.” 

The decision was rendered in the case 
_ Frederick M. Schellhammer, USA- 


The official digest of the decision fol- 
lows: 

“The retirement of a Regular Army officer 
Pursuant to a retiring board's findings that 
the officer is incapacitated for active service 


and that his incapacity is the result of an 
incident of the service, may not be made 
effective for retired pay purposes prior to the 
date upon which the findings of the retiring 
board are approved, except in cases otherwise 
specifically authorized by statute. 

‘‘Where the statute under which a Regular 
Army officer purportedly retired was repealed 
by the Career Compensation Act of 1949 prior 
to the date the President approved his re- 
tirement, such officer is not entitled to receive 
pay based upon retirement orders issued pur- 
suant to the repealed statute, in the absence 


| of a saving provision in the 1949 act specifi- 
| cally permitting members of the uniformed 


services retired after the effective date there- 


| of, under similar circumstances, to receive re- 
| tirement benefits under laws applicable prior 


to the effective date of the 1949 act, or a judi- 
cial determination of the maftter.”’

Medical Depot Unit 


Six officers and three enlisted men form- 
ing the nucleus of the 321st Army Medical 
Depot, an organized reserve corps unit 
called to active duty from Detroit, re- 
ported 8 Sept., to Medical Field Service 
School. The depot, activated for the first 
time since 1946 when it was known as the 
64th Army Medical Depot, will be ex- 
panded and trained at the Brooke Army 
Medical Center area, Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas. 

Commanded by Maj. Joseph L. Mc- 
Aleavey, who has been assistant district 
auditor for the General Electric Company 
in Detroit, the depot will be outfitted and 
trained to provide medical equipment to 
a field army. 








Army Calls More Reserves 


The Army has added 9,565 Reserve male 
captains and lieutenants not assigned to 
troop program units of the Organized 
Reserve Corps to its original call for 
7,862 to bring the total company grade 
officers being placed on active duty in the 
16 arms and services to 17,427. 

In addition, the Army directed that 205 
company grade chaplains and 240 com- 
pany grade Army aviation officers be or- 
dered to active duty. This is the first 
time since the beginning of the Korean 
Situation that Reserve chaplains and 
Army aviation officers have been called 
into service. 

In announcing its new call, the De- 
partment authorized Army Commanders 
to select National Guard officers for entry 
on active duty if they volunteer and if 
their applications have been approved by 
the Adjutants General of the states con- 
cerned. National Guard officers were ex- 
cluded from the first call. 

The call includes 2,561 captains and 
7,004 first and second lieutenants in the 
arms and services. They, together with 
the chaplains, will be placed on active 
duty during November. The aviation offi- 
cers will be called through a four-menth 
period ending in December. All will be 
ordered to serve for 21 months or such 
other period authorized by law unless 
they are relieved sooner. 
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Service Wives Allowances 


The Comptroller General ruled this 
week that servicemen who failed to make 
application for allowances for dependents 
prior to the effective date of the law are 
not entitled to Class A or Class B and B-1 
allowances. The authority of the appro- 
priate Secretaries to make dependency 
determinations continues in the cases of 
those who made the required application 
for such allowances before the effective 
date of the law. 

The official digest of the decision 
(B-96539) follows: 

‘‘While the Servicemen’s Dependents Allow- 
ance Act of 1942, as amended, was repealed 
by the Career Compensation Act of 1949, the 
authority granted the Secretaries of the Army 
and Navy under the 1942 act to make deter- 
minations of dependency matters may con- 
tinue to be exercised in case of enlisted mem- 
bers of the uniformed services entitled to the 
saved pay provisions of Section 515 of the 1949 
act whose applications for class A dependents 
family allowance were filed prior to the effec- 
tive date of that act and whose applications 
for family allowance for class B and B-1 de 
pendents or derendents of enlisted females 
were filed prior .o such date and approved on 
or after that date but prior to the date of ap 
proval of the 1949 act. 

‘“‘Where the authority granted the Secre 
taries of the Army and the Navy under the 
Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act of 
1942, as amended, to make determinations 
establishing dependency with respect to fam- 
ily allowance applications for class B and 
class B-1 dependents, or dependents of en- 
listed females, was not exercised prior to the 
qualified repeal of that act by the Career Com- 
pensation Act of 1949, the inchoate right of 
the persons concerned to such allowances was 
thereby terminated and no determinations or 
redeterminations with respect thereto may 
now be authorized. 

‘“‘Where enlisted members or former en- 
listed members of the uniformed services have 
not been and currently could not become en- 
titled to the benefits of the saved pay provi- 
sions of the Career Compensation Act of 1949, 
the Secretary of the department concerned 
may not exercise the authority granted him 
under the Servicemen’s Dependents Allow- 
ance Act of 1942, as amended, to make deter- 
minations establishing dependency with re- 
spect to family allowance applications filed 
by such members or their dependents as such 
authority remained in effect under the 1949 
act only as to persons entitled to the benefits 
of the saved pay provisions of the latter act.” 





Navy to Procure WOs 

Plans to procure approximately 1,300 
warrant officers by next July were re- 
vealed this week by the Navy. 

About 550 of the officers will be pro- 
cured by 1 Nov. of this year, the Navy 
said, and the remainder throughout the 
rest of fiscal 1951. Appointments will be 
in pay grade W-1 only. 

The Navy plans to obtain the officers 


1—Recalling “a very small number” of 
Naval Reserve warrant officers. 

2—Appointing as temporary warrant 
officers, subject to thelr acceptance, en- 
listed men previously recommended by 
this year’s LDO Board as officer material, 
but not for LDO appointments. 

3—Appointing temporary warrant off- 
cers from among enlisted personnel who 
previously served as warrant or chief 
warrant officers and who reverted to en- 
listed status. 

4—Appointing chief and first-class petty 
officers who have not previously served 
in commissioned or warrant grades. 

All selections will be made by a board 
within the Bureau of Naval personnel. 
It is not planned, the Navy said, to invite 
applications from the field. Selections 
will be based upon records available in 
BuPers. 





Airman is Police Chief 


Former M/Sgt. Roy Wilson Hooe of 
the Air Force has accepted the position 
of Chief of Police at Charles Town, W. 
Va. 

A veteran aviation mechanic, Sergeant 
Hooe was the lone enlisted man in the 
Army crew which set a world endurance 
record for heavier-than-air craft. Others 
in the plane were General Carl Spaatz, 
Lt. Gen. Ira C. Eaker, Col. Harry A. 
Halverson, and Lt. Gen. Elwood R. Que- 
sada. 

Sergeant Hooe, who retired last week, 
was characterized by General Eaker as 
“the best mechanic in the country.” 
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Prepare More Army 
Promotion Lists 


While final processing of temporary 
promotion selection lists of Medical Corps 
and women Army officers was being com- 
pleted, with release of names expected 
shortly, the Army said this week that a 
selection board to consider officers for 
permanent promotion to the ranks of cap- 
tain, major and lieutenant colonel on the 
Army and Chaplains’ promotion lists will 
be convened on 23 Oct. 

Previously, it had been announced that 
the permanent selection board would meet 
on 18 Sept. The one-month delay appar- 
ently results from the fact that personnel 
officials have been occupied during recent 
weeks with the selection of hundreds of 
officers for temporary promotions. 

The list of officers chosen for advance- 
ment to temporary colonel and lieutenant 
colonel was published in THE JOURNAL of 
9 Sept. and one week later the list of offi- 
cers named to be temporary majors was 
printed. Thus far, the Army has an- 
nounced the advancement of 666 officers, 
Regular and non-Regulars, to colonel; 885 
to lieutenant colonel, and 785 to major. 

Yet to be released, but expected to be 
made available late this month or early in 
October, are the lists containing the 
names of Medical Corps officers named 
for temporary promotion to major and 
Women’s Army Corps, Women’s Medical 
Specialist Corps and Nurse Corps officers. 

Also expected shortly is a list contain- 
ing the names of first lieutenants se- 
lected for temporary promotion to cap- 
tain. 

The Army issued an order last month 
which permits field commanders to pro- 
mote second lieutenants to the rank of 
first lieutenant after 18 months’ service. 

In announcing plans for the permanent 
selection board on 23 Oct., the Army 
added that a board to name Medical De- 
partment officers for permanent promo- 
tions will meet on or about 20 Nov. 

A board, headed by Brig. Gen. James L. 
Harbaugh, jr., was convened 18 Sept. to 
select Judge Advocate General’s Corps 
officers for promotion to the permanent 
grade of captain. 

Meantime, Army officials emphasized 
again this week that the lists of officers 
chosen for temporary promotions repre- 
sent only the initial phase of the tempo- 
rary promotion program. Additional tem- 
porary promotions to the ranks of colo- 
nel, lieutenant colonel, major and captain 
will be made for the remainder of the 
calendar year. 

Current expectation is that a second 
list of promotions to the temporary rank 
of colonel and lieutenant colonel will be 
made next month, to be followed by an- 
nouncement of additional temporary pro- 
motions to other ranks. 

Thus, it is likely that the special tem- 
porary selection board, headed by Maj. 
Gen, Albert Jones, will be kept in con- 
tinuous session for the remainder of 1950. 

This is necessary because, except for 
battlefield promotions in Korea, all tem- 
porary advancements are being central- 
ized. Army personnel authorities are hop- 
ing that they can maintain this central- 
ized system in order to keep promotion 
list standings as much in line as possible. 

Decentralization of promotions, it is ex- 
plained, would tend more to further the 
grade spread as between permanent and 
temporary rank. 





Rear Adm. Boone to Atlantic 

Rear Adm. Walter F. Boone has as- 
sumed duty as Deputy Commander in 
Chief and Chief of Staff to Admiral Rich- 
ard L. Conolly, Commander in Chief, 
United States Naval Forces, Eastern At- 
lantic and Mediterranean. 

His predecessor, Rear Adm. George R. 
Henderson, who served for nearly three 
years, has taken over a command in the 
Western Pacific. Admiral Henderson has 
been a naval aviator since World War I 
and at one time was the holder of eight 
world records for seaplane flights. 

Immediately prior to assuming his new 
duties, Admiral Boone served with the 
United States Seventh Fleet, in the West- 
ern Pacific, as Commander, Carrier Divi- 
sion Five, and during April and May, 1950, 
was Acting Commander of the Seventh 
Fleet. 





Names in War News

Capt. Roy E. Jacobsen was a Bomber Com- 
mand observer on a B-29 mission against the 
Japan Iron Co. at Kyomito, major production 
facility of iron and steel for the North Ko- 
reans. 

Lt, Bernard Einson, a bombardier, said 
“the first squadron just levelled the area."’ 
S/Sgt. Walter W. Snodgrass reported that he 
saw great destruction trom the bombs. 

lst Lt. Roger N. Little, a B-26 puiot, told 
how planes strafed and silenced an enemy 
gun emplacement near the 38th Parallel. 

2d Lt. Donald T. Tlopnik said bomb power 
from his B-26 damaged a bridge near Chor- 


won. 

Col. Richard H, Carmichael, observing B-29 
strikes on the Songjin steel plant, said “‘our 
bombs hit in the middle of the shops and 
main buildings, causing a tremendous ex- 
plosion in at least one building.’’ 

Maj. Joe Byrtus was lead bombardier of 
the second element to cross the target at 
Songjin. *‘We could see that all the bumbs 
went directly into the target,’’ said Capt. 
Robert E. Mullin. A radar operator, he said: 
“I was excess baggage today as the bombing 
was visual. It suited me. It was a perifect 
bomb job.”’ 

In an F-80 flight lst Lt. Harry T. Sandlin 
strafed schooners, barges and fishing vessels 
in a river between Chonan to Seoul. 

Fifteen to twenty box cars and an indus- 
trial plant were heavily damaged on a deep 
penetration night mission completed by Ist 
Lt. James W. Wood. He expended ali am- 
munition on his F-80 against these targets at 
Sunchon in North Korea. **The pliant burned 
and so did most of the box cars,"’ he said. 
The long flight was made under dilficult 
weather conditions. 

Two hits were scored on a small factory 
and antiaircraft batteries were attacked at 
Kyomito in a B-26 flown by Ist Lt. Kenneth 
Walser. Bombing runs were made on the 
waterfront at that town also. *‘We started 
four fires,’ said lst Lt. Frank S. Evans. 

A 12 to 15 box car train was spotted 14 
miles southeast of Kyomito by Maj. Van E. 
Neal. ‘‘We dropped eight bombs from one 
end of the train to the other, and then strafed 
it,"’ he said. Damage was almost total, he 
added. 

Two camouflaged supply dumps were hit 
and set on fire by an eiement of f-30's led by 
Capt. James E. Anderson. *‘We also got three 
artillery pieces,’’ he said. 

Capt. Kenneth E. Byrd was pilot of a T-6 
in which Scripps-Howard Correspondent Jim 
G. Lucas flew over the Pohang front, 

Col. Leland A. Walker, jr., who commands 
the B-26 Third Bomb Group, led a night in- 
truder mission against tanks near Nonsan, 
south of Taejon. 

Late reports on daylight missions flown by 
B-26’s credit 1st Lt. Frank F, Hagan with 
destroying one span on a railroad bridge 
near Tokso-ri, east of Seoul. 

NAVY 

Ens. Russel M. Killingworth failed to get 
his jet fighter into the air after launching 
from a carrier catapult, but was picked up 
and returned to the ship in a matter of min- 
utes by the helicopter guard. 

Ens. John Harris escaped injury also after 
another accident, in which shrapnel from a 
500-pound bomb he had dropped knocked out 
the ailerons of his Douglas Skyraider. He 
was forced to make two approaches to the 
carrier, but landed safely on his second try. 

Lt. Marion Gallagher, Skyraider flight lead- 
er, and Lt. Comdr. Joe Murphy, Corsair 
flight leader, silenced Red anti-aircraft posi- 
tions which were harassing American planes 
in the target area near Samchok on 26 Aug. 

Comdr. Ralph Weymouth, an air group 
commander, told how Naval planes gave effec- 
tive ground support to troops in central 
Korea, ‘It makes you feel good,’’ he said, 
“to see those guys on the ground waving 
thanks to you.”’ 

Thirty-three officers and men of the air 
groups attached to the Essex class carriers 
of the 7th fleet have received the first naval 
awards for heroism for work from carriers 
in connection with the Korean conflict. 

The Air Medals were presented the Carrier 
Group by Vice Adm. Arthur Struble, Com- 
mander of the 7th Fleet. The citation that 
accompanied each Air Medal said: 

“You have distinguished yourself in aerial 
flight while upholding the policies of the 
United Nations Security Council. Your skill, 
courage and devotions to duty contributed 
greatly to the success of your squadron and 
was in keeping with the highest traditions 
of the U. S. Service."’

Three members of the 34th Infantry Regi- 
mental Air Station have been recommended 
for the Silver Star Medal: Sgt. William San- 
ferer was credited by Capt. Robert Stevens 
with saving 7 wounded men during an artil- 
lery barrage.

Stevens were cited for remaining at their post 
during the same action, picking up wounded 
and evacuating them. Sgt. Walter Long, an 
Army Photographer, who was in the station 
when the barrage started, volunteered to as- 
sist pickup, treat and remove the wounded. 
At considerable personal risk, he also helped 
move emergency equipment and medical sup- 
plies from the danger zone. 

The award of four Silver Star Medals and 
three other decorations is disclosed in orders 
issued at 8th Army Headquarters in Korea. 
Pfe Paul T. Allen was awarded the Silver 
Star “Medal posthumously. Pvt. Charles Ed- 
waru Rodgers, 1st Cavalrv Division, was 
awarded the Silver Star Medal. Fearlesslv 
he remained at his post until a position had 
been overrun by the enemy. When last seen 
he was manning a machine gun against nu- 
merically sunverior enemy forces. 

Other Silver Star Awards were made to: 
Pfc. Lawrence R. Torres, 8th Field Artillery 
Battalion: Pfc. Francis D. Phillips, 8th Field 
Artillery Battalion: Sgt. Laverne H. Klock- 
entager was awarded the First Oak Leaf 
Cluster to the Silver Star Medal for gallantry 
in action. 

MARINE CORPS 

Three Marine officers who participated in 
the Inchon landings last week were per- 
sonally ordered by General MacArthur to be 
decorated with the Silver Star. 

They are: Brig. Gen. E. A. Craig, Assistant 
Commander of the First Marine Division: Lt. 
Col. Ray Murray and Col. Lewis B. Puller, 
two of the Division's unit commanders. 

General MacArthur directed that an order 
be issued for the Silver Star for General 
Craig ‘‘citing him for the gallantrv he has 
shown.”’ General Craig directed the initial 
operations of the Marine invasion force. 

Inspecting forward Marine command posts, 
General MacArthur told Colonel Murray that 
his regiment had ‘‘done a good job. and I 
would like to express my appreciation by 
giving you the Silver Star for gallantry and 
courage.”’ 

Colonel Puller, holder of four Navy Crosses, 
was cited by General MacArthur for a Silver 
Star, as a symbol of the United Nations 
Commander's respect for the troops Puller 
commanded. 

The Korean Marine commander, Col. Shin 
Hvun Jun, and the Korean CNO. Rear Adm. 
Sohn Won Yi. were also awarded Silver Stars 
by General MacArthur. 

Lt. Col. Norman Anderson led a dive- 
bombing attack which destroved two impor- 
tant rail bridges southeast of Inchon. When 
hit, one span of the bridge disintegrated 
and another slid into the river. The tracks 
leading to and away from the bridge were 
left a mass of twisted steel. Another bridge. 
made of earthen construction was splattered 
over the adjacent rice paddies. 

North of Inchon, other Marine aviators 
led by Maj. Robert Steinkraus. damaged 
a third bridge and strafed 16 boxcars. In ad- 
dition. an important rail junction was torn 
up near Ui Jongbu by a 500-pound direct 
hit. 

M/Sgt. Don Rupe. flying over Korea in an 
attack on Communist rail. air and highway 
supply lines, sighted a small railroad tunnel 
near Tosong Ni, dropped to a dangerous 
altitude and let go with a 500-pound bomb. 
Seconds later, the strategic railway tunnel 
was nothing but a big hole in the ground. 
Rupe is a member of the ‘‘Death Rattlers’’ 
squadron. 

T/Set. T. G. Bunce of Marine Fighter 
Squadron 214, destroved railroad tracks in 
the Kuumiini and Kumcbon areas and M/Sgt. 
R. J. Mossman hit a rail-bed at the mouth 
of a tunnel. Maj. K. L. Reusser, of the same 
squadron, set afire a ‘‘hidden’’ warehouse 





in the Kuumiini area. 

Marine Corsairs led by Maj. Arnold Lund 
damaged major rail bridges at Taesong Ni 
and Tougduchon Ni. 

lst Lt. Elwin Jones, noticing steam is- 
suing from a tunnel near Sinmak, put a 
bomb into the tunnel mouth and sealed it 
off. probably bringing doom to a locomo- 
tive. T/Sgt. George Welker, on the same 
mission, tore up railroad tracks when a 
rocket from his plane scored a direct hit on 
a bridge south of Taegiang Ni. 

Capt. Warren Nichols led his flight of 
carrier-based Corsairs over Sariwon where 
his pilots worked over the town’s chemical 
plant and rail yard. Following on the heels 
of his flight leader, T/Sgt. Martin Frederick, 
turned loose his napalm fire bomb in the 
middle of the chemical plant. The plant and 
two adjacent warehouses were destroyed, 
leaving flames and billowing smoke visible 
15 miles away. Captain Nichols and his wing- 
man, ist Lt. Eldon Stanton, teamed up to de 
stroy four large artillery pieces that the 
Reds had camouflaged. 





Wadsworth Testimonial 


The first address by General of the 
Army George C. Marshall after becoming 
Secretary of Defense was a testimonial 
to Representative James Wadsworth (R- 
N. Y.), one of the outstanding Congres- 
sional experts on military affairs, at 
Rochester, N. Y., on 21 Sept. 

Secretary Marshall’s address was de- 
livered less than 12 hours after he was 
sworn into office at the Pentagon. 

Secretary Marshall recalled the bril- 
liant record of service of Representative 
Wadsworth, who was Chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee in 1919, when 
the new Defense Secretary worked with 
the New York Congressman for General 
of the Armies John J. Pershing in forma- 
tion of the National Defense Act. 

Secretary Marshall told the Rochester 
audience how Representative Wadsworth 
long has been an advocate of Universal 
Military Training. 

“If Congress had passed the original 
Wadsworth Bill (introduced in 1920), I 
do not believe even a Hitler would have 
dared to provoke a second World War 
and, without the havoc of that war, there 
would be no present menace of a third 
world war.” 

In concluding his tribute to Representa- 
tive Wadsworth, Secretary Marshall said: 

“I felt in those days immediately pre- 
ceding our entry into the last war, as I 
did at the conclusion of the first war, 
and as I continue to feel through the 
long ordeal which led to the final victory 
in 1945, that James Wadsworth had ren- 
dered a truly magnificent service to his 
country—quietly, unobtrusively but most 
effectively.”

part of which such officer served in a combat 
zone after June 24, 1950. and prior to January 
1, 1952, so much of such compensation as does 
not exceed $200. 

‘*(C) Definitions.—For the purpose of this 
paragraph— 

“(i) the term ‘commissioned officer’ does 
not include a commissioned warrant officer: 

“(ii) the term ‘combat zone’ means any 
area which the President of the United States 
by Executive Order designates, for the pur 
poses of this paragraph. as an area in which 
Armed Forces of the United States are or 
have (after June 24, 1950) engaged in com- 
bat: 

“(ili) service is performed in a combat 
zone only if performed on or after the date 
designated by the President by Executive 
Order as the date of the commencing of 
combatant activities in such zone, and on or 
before the date designated by the President 
by Executive Order as the date of the 
termination of combatant activities in such 
zone: and 

““(iv) The term ‘compensation’ does not 
include pensions and retired pay.”’ 





Retention in USN 


Boards will be convened on or about 
1 April 1951, to consider naval officers 
commissioned from aviation-midshipman 
status, NROTC and College Graduate 
sources for retention as permanent officers 
in the Regular Navy. 

Officers commissioned from the avia- 
tion-midshipman status desiring retention 
in the Regular Navy as a permanent offi- 
cer must submit applications prior to 1 
April of the calendar year following that 
in which they accepted their original 
commissions under the program, or prior 
to the first anniversary of their accept 
ance of originalecommissions, whichever 
is earlier.
